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VI faces 
money 

woes

A fter months of rumors that Gay 
Games VI, to be held in Sydney 
the first week of November, was 
facing budget problems, organizers 
revealed this monjh that indeed they 
are hurting for cash. 

Three weeks before thousands of 
gay athletes pour into the same stadi¬ 
um used for the 2000 Sydney 
Olympics for the -Opening Cere¬ 
monies of the Games, the organizing 
committee has rfisclosed it needs $1.5 
million (Australian dollars) in order 
to finance the Games’ preparations 
and is searching for a backer to guar¬ 
antee a bank loan. 

“I can’t guarantee sitting here right 
now that a Mardi Gras situation won’t 
occur, but I can guarantee that ab¬ 
solutely every effort is being made to 
ensure that we monitor our cash flow, 
that we monitor our expenditure, that 
we look at whatever savings we can 
make,” said Sydney 2002 co-chair Bev 
Lange, as quoted in an October 10 
Sydney Star Observer article. 

Lange was referring to the recent 
announcement that Sydney’s Gay and 
Lesbian Mardi Gras celebration had 
gone bankrupt and would cease to 
exist after this year. Lange had served 
for three years as the president of the 
Mardi Gras celebration before joining 
the Gay Games board. 

“I think if you look around it’s not 
an indulgent organization,” added 
Lange. “Things are continuing to be 
done, and have been done for a long 
time, on the smell of an oily rag. I 
don’t believe that there’s an ounce of 
fat in the organization.” 

The announcement throws the fu¬ 
ture financial viability of the Games 
into question, and ends hopes that the 
Sydney Games would not be marred 
by the same financial problems that 
plagued the Amsterdam Games in 
1998. 

During those Games, the director 
was fired for mismanagement and the 
city of Amsterdam ponied up a $2.5 
million loan to ensure the Games 
were not canceled. The debacle in 
Amsterdam followed in the fiscal mis¬ 
steps of the New York Games in 1994 
and the Vancouver Games in 1990, 
which both suffered losses. 

The recent stumble by the Aus¬ 
tralian hosts is only the latest in a se¬ 
ries of problems haunting the Sydney 
Games, which date all the way back to 
when the Federation of Gay Games 
awarded the right to host the compe-

Chris Daly leads in 
District 6 money race

i ncumbent Chris Daly is 
leading all his challengers 
in money raised for the 
District 6 supervisorial 
race, according to reports 
filed with the San Francisco 
Ethics Commission. As of 
October 1, he had raised al¬ 
most $72,000 for a contest 
where candidates who have 
accepted city funding for 
their races have agreed to a 
spending cap of $75,000 for 
the general election on No¬ 
vember 5. 

“My donations come 
mainly from everyday San 
Franciscans,” Daly said. 

Daly said that his major 
supporters have been labor unions, “I’m en¬ 
dorsed by the SF Labor Council and the 
building trades unions,” he said. 

Another major Daly donor is millionaire 
landlord Clint Reilly. Reilly, who ran against 
Mayor Willie Brown in 1999, has given Daly a 
total of $1,500 under the names of three sep¬ 
arate entities. Daly has staked out a political 
turf opposing the pro-business, pro-develop¬ 
ment mayor on a wide range of issues. 

City funding has become a major factor in 
the race. This is the first election in which can¬ 
didates can be eligible to receive funds from 
the city. Daly has received $26,840, or ap¬ 
proximately one-third of his total. 

To qualify for city funds, candidates had to 
have raised $7,500 from individual San Fran¬ 
cisco residents in small increments from $10 
to $100 by August 9. 

The program is intended to make it easier 
for challengers not backed by large donors to 
enter city races. 


University of Califor¬ 
nia, Berkeley political sci¬ 
ence Professor Jack Citrin 
said that because of the 
early filing deadline, the 
ruleapnay actually benefit 
incumbents. 

“If one wants to be cyn¬ 
ical, most of these rules as 
they get implemented tend 
to help incumbents. It’s the 
challenger that needs the 
funding, but the incum¬ 
bent clearly has a carryover 
of supporters,” Citrin said. 

Those carryover sup¬ 
porters, Citrin added, can 
allow an incumbent to 
start raising money earlier 
than challengers and qual¬ 
ify for the city funding 
program. 

The only other District 6 candidate to 
qualify for city funding was lawyer Michael 
Sweet, who had raised $59,583 as of the first 
of October, according to city records. Of that 
amount, approximately 45 percent, or 
$26,840, was city money. 

“Public financing has been a great asset to 
this campaign. Instead of having to focus our 
efforts on raising money, we have been able to 
spend most of our time listening to the vot¬ 
ers and communicating our vision of better 
leadership for District Six,” said Sweet. 

Sweet has benefited from contributions 
from fellow lawyers, at least one landlord 
group, and business interests. “I’m a lawyer, 
they’re my friends,” Sweet said. 

Citrin credits Sweet’s success to his net¬ 
work-building work as a neighborhood advo¬ 
cate in South Beach, where he lives, and to his 
contacts in the legal community.

F or Mark Smith, the last five years have 
been a struggle for life, and at times, a 
struggle to 
die - at home. 

“I don’t 
want to die 
here,” said an 
emotional 
Smith in an ex¬ 
clusive inter¬ 
view with the 
Bay Area Re¬ 
porter from the 
California 
Men’s Colony 
prison in San 
Luis Obispo, 
about halfway 

between San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

Smith, along with another gay prisoner, 
Robert Rosenkrantz, is at the center of Cali¬ 
fornia’s debate over parole. Each was found 
guilty of second-degree murder for unrelat¬ 
ed homicides in Los Angeles County in 1985. 

Smith, 47, suffers from AIDS, dementia, 
Parkinson’s disease, heart disease, and can-

“Sometimes I just feel like shit, and I 
wonder if I’ll ever wake up,” Smith said, 
adding that he’s known people who have 
died in prison with just one of the diseases 
he suffers with. 

“I have to wonder how long I have, “ he 
said. 

Smith was diagnosed with AIDS about 
seven years ago and was diagnosed this year 
with Parkinson’s disease. He also suffered a 
severe heart attack about two years ago.

H erkeley city officials, and 
j| others, including local LGBT 
iyP leaders, are inviting the pub¬ 
lic, particularly the LGBT com¬ 
munity, to take part in helping re¬ 
solve what they call “a triple 
whammy”: three hot issues affect¬ 
ing how the city handles hate 
crimes and discrimination. 

Last week, the bulletin board of 
the Pacific Center for Human 
Growth - Berkeley’s longtime 
LGBT community center - was 
vandalized with hateful graffiti 
that included the word “Fag” and 
a swastika. A vigil was held on Oc¬ 
tober 10 to oppose the vandalism, 
but that was simply the first step, 
according to Berkeley City Coun¬ 
cil member Kriss Worthington, 
who is helping to organize a pubic 
meeting to address hate crimes 
against all populations on Thurs¬ 
day, October 24. 

“In the past year there have 
been dozens of powerful vigils and 
rallies and events to respond to ha¬ 
tred against a particular commu¬ 
nity, but this community meeting 
wants to bring all the different 
communities together to support 
the victims and focus on how we 
can prevent hate incidents and 
hate crimes,” said Worthington. 

He noted that recent alleged 
hate crimes have targeted Arabs, 
Asians, Jews, Latinos, African 
Americans, and the LGBT commu-

nity, who are actually a presence in 
the other communities as well. 

Next Thursday’s meeting is at 
6:30 p.m. at the North Berkeley Se¬ 
nior Center, 1901 Hearst Avenue, 
and is a cooperative effort between 
the City Council, the Berkeley Po¬ 
lice Department, and other orga¬ 
nizations, Worthington said. 

Also on the City Council agen¬ 
da, as discussed at a meeting on 
Tuesday, October 15, is how to han¬ 
dle the millions of dollars of feder¬ 
al funds that stand to be lost due to 
the Berkeley school system’s anti- 
discrimination policies. Berkeley’s 
broad policies that ban any dis¬ 
criminatory group from its schools 
conflict with President Bush’s new 
federal law, designed in part to 
force schools to allow the homo- 
phobic Boy Scouts of America on 
campuses. The federal law dictates 


that schools receiving federal fund¬ 
ing must allow the Boy Scouts, the 
military, and any other group 
deemed beneficial to youth to be a 
part of school programming. 

Worthington wants the city to 
tackle the Boy Scouts issue by see¬ 
ing whether the city can build coali¬ 
tions with LGBT-friendly local 
Scouts and the Scouting for All or¬ 
ganization to put more pressure on 
the national Boy Scouts of America 
to change its stance on gay scouts. 

At press time, the City Council 
was expected to approve a pro¬ 
posal to designate City staff to 
work on these two issues that deal 
with discrimination.

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HellBall party returns

Ij ellBall, San Francisco’s gay 
Halloween circuit party, is 
coming back with a 
vengeance next weekend, after 
going into hiatus last year when 
organizers could not secure a 
venue for the event. 

This year, the New Heritage 
Foundation has planned a whole 
host of events surrounding the 
sixth HellBall, themed “Revival, 
Can’t Stop the Music.” Doubling 
as an AIDS charity fundraiser, the 
dance party will help raise funds 
for Maitri and Continuum. 

“It’s really exciting to see it 
come back and come back even 
stronger than before,” said Hell¬ 
Ball co-producer Jim Lightsey. 
“The reason for the theme this 
year is you can’t stop the music to 
HellBall itself. But you also can’t 
stop the music to the AIDS crisis 
itself, which is still not over. That 
has been the focus of HellBall 
from the very beginning.” 

Founded in 1996, HellBall is a 
nationally known Halloween 
weekend event in San Francisco 
that has raised more than $100,000 
for AIDS related charities since its 
inception. Last year, despite only 
hosting the March of Light, the or¬ 
ganizers were able to raise $5,000 
for AIDS organizations. 

“With this year’s cutbacks in 
AIDS funding, it is more impor¬ 
tant than ever to raise the neces¬ 
sary funds to keep San Francisco’s 
AIDS service organizations in op¬ 
eration,” said Don Spradlin, 
founder of the New Heritage

Foundation. “In response to this 
need, the New Heritage Founda¬ 
tion has added a number of events 
leading up to HellBall in an effort 
to expand our fundraising efforts, 
and provide additional services to 
the San Francisco AIDS impacted 
community.” 

Added to the HellBall lineup 
are several other dance parties 
throughout the weekend, as well as 
the second annual March of Light, 
a Halloween parade modeled after 
Disney’s Electrical Main Street Pa¬ 
rade. Unlike last year, when the 
event took place Halloween night, 
this year’s march will occur the 
Saturday night prior to Halloween, 
before the start of HellBall. 

The march will begin at Do¬ 
lores Park and snake its way to¬ 
ward the Castro, ending at the in¬ 
tersection of 18th and Castro 
streets. CalFed and dance music 
radio station 92.7 FM The Party 
will sponsor the parade, and orga¬ 
nizers expect 1,500 marchers to 
take part this year.

“We 
still feel this is a viable alternative to 
the chaos that takes place on Hal¬ 
loween. Once Saturday night be¬ 
comes Halloween night, we would 
propose to do it on Halloween.” 

The March of Light will begin 
at 8 p.m. Saturday, October 26 
from the park. For more informa¬ 
tion on the parade or to enter as a 
contingent, visit www.mar- 
choflight.org. 

HellBall will take place after 
the parade from 10 p.m. until 5 
a.m. and will be held at the Gift 
Center Pavilion, 888 Brannon 
Street.

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AIDS fund hires its 
first executive director

JI s the AIDS Emergency 

, Fund prepares to mark its 
mm. 20th anniversary next 
month, the former all-volunteer 
driven agency welcomed its first 
permanent executive director last 
week. 

Mike Smith, who co-founded 
the Names Project Foundation in 
1987 and has spent the last four 
years as executive director of the 
LGBT Community Center of Col¬ 
orado in Denver, began work in his 
new role on Monday, October 7. 

“My job here is how to profes¬ 
sionalize the organization,” said 
Smith. 

While Smith will receive 
$90,000 his first year, he said his 
hiring will not change the nature 
of the agency, which has always 
championed the fact it is volun¬ 
teer run and based. 

“By bringing me on we are not 
changing the total overhead bud¬ 
get of the agency. We are just 
spending the money on a full¬ 
time executive director rather 
than on part-time consultants,” 
said Smith. “The outcome will be 
because we have a permanent ex¬ 
ecutive director, we will be able to 
do a better job fundraising.” 

While he said he is excited to 
return to the Bay Area in his new 
role, he acknowledged his job will 
not be easy. The agency’s fiscal 
needs are climbing while dona-

tions are declining. 

During the first six months of 
this year, the fund has experienced 
a 10 percent increase in the num¬ 
ber of clients served compared to 
its usual annual increase of 5 per¬ 
cent. The fund expects to serve 
more than 3,300 clients this year 
compared to 3,000 last year. 

To cover its growing deficit, 
which could reach $600,000 by 
year’s end, the board of directors 
has dipped into the agency’s re¬ 
serves. In addition, the fund an¬ 
nounced this spring it was chang¬ 
ing how it awards grants to those 
people living with HIV or AIDS. 

First time applicants seeking 
one-time grants to cover such 
things as housing or medical costs 
could still receive $600 from the 
fund, but returning applicants saw 
their grants reduced by $200 to 


$400. The agency is currently de¬ 
bating how to define which emer¬ 
gency situations faced by people 
with HIV or AIDS warrant its 
awarding of a grant. 

In addition to Smith having to 
replace longtime staff members 
who have retired from the agency, 
he comes on board during a par¬ 
ticularly rough economic envi¬ 
ronment for Bay Area nonprofits. 
The agency had difficulties find¬ 
ing corporate sponsors for the an¬ 
niversary gala it is hosting on No¬ 
vember 20. And while the com¬ 
munity continues to throw small¬ 
er events on behalf of the fund, 
those fundraisers are not generat¬ 
ing the same returns as in years 
past. 

“We have been operating with 
interim employees because we 
wanted to leave the next executive 
director with a clean slate so he 
could pick his own team and de¬ 
termine which positions needed 
to be changed, added or subtract¬ 
ed in order to get the work done,” 
said Ralph Petersen, president of 
the fund’s board. “His hiring is a 
great jumping off point for us as 
we evaluate the organization’s 
mission and how we go about ac¬ 
complishing it.” 

Despite the challenges he faces, 
Smith said he is confident he can 
help the agency survive and help 
it find new revenue sources. If his 
past achievements are any indica¬ 
tion, Smith is certainly qualified

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Pride picks a new prez

P ride may come just once a 
year, but things are always 
in motion for the San Fran¬ 
cisco LGBT Pride Parade and Cel¬ 
ebration Committee, which just 
elected a new board president in 
Radical Faeries member, health¬ 
care worker, and longtime activist 
Joey Cain. 

Cain, 47, will lead the Pride 
board’s upcoming year in its role 
to perform community outreach, 
oversee the festival’s finances, and 
handle big policy issues and pro¬ 
cedures, such as grand marshal se¬ 
lections, event additions and in¬ 
clusions, and other logistics. His 
main priority, he said, is to “close 
the gaps” - both literally and figu¬ 
ratively. 

“I want to close the actual 
physical gaps in the parade in 
terms of the look of the celebra¬ 
tion,” Cain told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, referring to the recurring 
problem of large spaces between 
the marching contingents and lags 
in the parade. “We’ve identified 
that not closing First Street is the 
main factor in these gaps, because 
a lot of traffic continues to get 
through there. And the gaps are 
upsetting when there are five or 
six of them at 20 minutes apiece.” 

On a more metaphorical note, 
said Cain, “closing the gaps” will 
also mean bridging the space “be¬ 
tween people who think it’s only a 
party and those who think it’s 
only political.” 

“I firmly believe that you have

to have both, and that it’s always 
been that way,” he said, noting that 
at the Stonewall marches, “We 
were angry, but we also partied.” 

Cain is employed at the Haight 
Ashbury Free Clinic in its sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment services 
program, and comes with an im¬ 


pressive resume of more than 25 
years of community organizing, 
from his involvement with the 
Gay Liberation Front, the Radical 
Faeries, and the Bound Together 
Anarchist Collective Bookstore to 
his membership in Amnesty In¬ 
ternational and Americans United 
for the Separation of Church and 
State. In 1995, he was one of 11 
New Year’s Eve arrestees who filed 
a lawsuit against the San Francisco 
Police Department resulting in the 
city agreeing to implement police 
reforms. And currently, he is part 
of the caregivers circle for LGBT 
movement pioneer Harry Hay 
and his partner, John Burnside. 

“I am honored to be chosen by 
the diverse and talented members 
of the Pride board as their presi¬ 
dent,” said Cain. “The San Fran¬ 
cisco LGBT community is recog¬ 
nized throughout the world for its 
leadership on issues of diversity, 
freedom, and social justice. The 
Pride celebration should be, and 
is, a reflection of those values.”

HIVCare 
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Ward for assessor 


S an Francisco Assessor/Recorder Doris 
Ward is in a tough re-election battle 
as she heads to the November 5 
runoff against ex-Supervisor Mabel Teng. 
Ward, a former supervisor herself, has done 
an able job over the years, and at a special 
ceremony last week, showed that she isn’t 
afraid to take risks when it comes to fur¬ 
thering equality for same-sex couples. Ward 
deserves support from the LGBT commu¬ 
nity on Election Day. 

As we reported in September - and what 
was made official October 10 - Ward has im¬ 
plemented a tax ruling that eliminates the 
inherent discrimination in property tax re¬ 
assessments when the partner of a same-sex 
couple dies. Before last week, when such an 
incident occurred in San Francisco, the 
home shared by the couple was reassessed if 
a registered domestic partner died. Given 
California’s skyrocketing property values, of¬ 
tentimes a reassessment meant that the sur¬ 
viving partner saw his or her property tax 
bill increase by tens of thousands of dollars. 

Married couples are exempted by state 
law from having their property reassessed 
when a spouse dies. 

Ward’s action, officially called the Regis¬ 
tered Domestic Partners’ Ruling, gets rid of 
that inequity. Gay and lesbian domestic 
partners who own property in San Francis¬ 
co will be deemed equivalent to lawfully 
married spouses, and therefore, be entitled 
to the exemptions from reassessments 
under Section 63 of the California Revenue 
and Taxation Code. 

Ward, who has spent much of her 30-year 
political career fighting for equal rights for 
all, has continued the San Francisco tradition 
of landmark laws when it comes to achieving 
equality for the LGBT community. 

As most readers are aware, San Francisco 
led the way in the fight for equal benefits for. 
same-sex couples if one partner works for a 
company that does business with the city and 
that company offers benefits to spouses of 
married employees. That legislation was pro¬ 
moted by the Harvey Milk LGBT Democra¬ 
tic Club and sponsored by Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano, and his colleagues at the time, 
former Supervisor Leslie Katz and former su¬ 
pervisor and current Treasurer Susan Leal. 
All three gay and lesbian politicos fought for 
the law, and after its passage, a crack legal 
team led by former City Attorney Louise 


Renne and her chief assistant, Dennis Af¬ 
tergut, successfully defended it in court. 

San Francisco also led the fight to provide 
transgender health benefits for eligible city 
workers. Supervisor Mark Leno took the lead 
on that piece of legislation, and after many 
delays and an intensive lobbying ef¬ 
fort by both the Milk Club and the 
Alice B. Toklas LGBT Democratic 
Club, the ordinance was adopted. , 

Ward signed her new ruling 
last week, and told the audience 
gathered for the event that the 
change will go into effect “immediately.” 

“I’ve fought for human rights for a 
long time. I’ve fought for civil 
rights for a long time. This is 
right. This is fair. This is equi¬ 
table,” Ward said. “That’s what 
equal protection of the law means.” 

We agree. And we’re not the only ones. 
The Milk Club’s Debra Walker was on hand 
for the signing ceremony, as was Ammiano. 
Pointedly, Ammiano recalled that when his 
partner died eight years ago, he wished the 
new law had been in effect. 


“This is definitely a good step forward,” 
Ammiano said. “I commend the assessor’s 
office for its vision.” 

It should be noted that Ward has come 
under some criticism for missteps she made 
earlier in the campaign. She has apologized 
to voters for using public funds to help pay 
for a newsletter mailed as part of her re- 
election campaign and has repaid the 
money. Ronald Chun, one of her op¬ 
ponents in the March primary, in July 
was hired by Ward as her chief deputy. 
It was Chun, in fact, who played a be¬ 
hind the scenes role in development of 
the property tax ruling. 

Ward’s current opponent 
has no experience in running a 
city department such as the as¬ 
sessor’s office. In fact, her whole 
campaign seems geared at getting her back in 
the public eye as an elected official. Teng nar¬ 
rowly lost re-election to conservative Super¬ 
visor Tony Hall in 2000, and has, in our opin¬ 
ion, been looking for a new gig since then. 

We endorse Doris Ward for San Francis¬

Proposition N: Real care, 
not inadequate cash

S an Francisco’s homeless policies have 
failed. More than 1,000 people have 
died on our streets in the last decade. 
Nearly half of those deaths were victims of 
drug and alcohol overdoses. The city is play¬ 
ing a role in their deaths, as long as we con¬ 
tinue to hand out cash payments twice a 
month. 

Our current homeless policy has been 
ineffective in improving the lives of home¬ 
less people. Under the General Assistance 
(GA) program, homeless individuals receive 
between $320 to $395 a month in cash. The 
current policy does not allow all our home¬ 
less to access the services San Francisco of¬ 
fers. And even $395 is not enough money to 
live on in San Francisco. 

There is no question that our current 
support system for the homeless is broken. 
Anyone who has walked our streets knows. 
We must change our system if we want to 
start saving lives. There is a better solution 
to our homeless situation. 

Proposition N, the Care Not Cash initia¬ 
tive, will guarantee homeless people access 
to housing, including over 1,000 more sin¬ 
gle occupancy rooms the city has already 
identified for master lease. By reallocating 
some of the GA cash payouts to housing ex¬ 
penses, we can provide our homeless popu¬ 
lation with the quality housing that they 
need. 


Many homeless individuals suffer from 
drug addiction, alcohol abuse, and mental 
illness. Without help, they will continue to 
live desperate lives. With the cash GA pay¬ 
outs under the current system, they will 
never be able to access the care that they so 
desperately need. Without this care, jobs 
will remain inaccessible, and the cycle of 
poverty and desperation will continue. 
Proposition N will direct the money 
the city currently pays in cash into 
enhancing drug treatment and psy¬ 
chiatric care for the homeless. With 
such treatment, our city’s homeless 
population will be able to start on 
the road to healing. 

In addition to mental illness 
and drug addiction, many 
of the homeless also suf¬ 
fer from a wide variety of 
health problems, for 
which they currently receive only emer¬ 
gency medical treatment. Proposition N will 
allow the city to create a system where the 
homeless get the medical care that they 
need, before it becomes a crisis. In the long 
run this will save the city money and begin 
to take some of the pressure off of our 
emergency rooms. 

Many San Franciscans wonder about our 
homeless infrastructure’s ability to provide 
these guaranteed services. While the city 
currently has many excellent programs to 
serve the homeless, increased capacity can¬ 
not be provided overnight. If the guaranteed 


services are not available, homeless individ¬ 
uals will receive their original full cash pay¬ 
ments. 

Proposition N, Care Not Cash, is a long 
overdue reform that will save and improve 
lives. It is supported by the directors of pub¬ 
lic health and human services, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Medical Society, Dr. Pablo Stewart of 
the Haight-Ashbury Free Clinic, Senator 
Dianne Feinstein, Supervisor Mark Leno, 
and hundreds of medical professionals. 

There is a solution to our city’s home¬ 
less problem. The Care Not Cash 
initiative is part of it. I will not 
promise that homeless will dis¬ 
appear from our streets if we 
pass this initiative. I can 
promise that our home¬ 
less population will con¬ 
tinue to suffer if we d(T 
not try to fix our broken 
homeless system. Our city must stop subsi¬ 
dizing drug deals with General Assistance 
funds. The initiative is a first major step in 
the right direction, a step that has already 
proven itself in Chicago, New York, and 
Alameda County. We can no longer turn 
our heads away from the suffering on our 
streets. Our city must start helping its most 
desperate people break their cycle of hope¬ 
lessness. ▼

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Taylor’s research, and way before the B.A.R.’s gratu¬ 
itous reporting of N-9 there were other groups, sci¬ 
entists, doctors, etc. questioning and calling for the 
end of N-9 being used in lubricants. But their calls 
were ignored because they were considered dissidents 
who didn’t know what they were talking about. Their 
opinions were literally shut out by your paper, while 
being wrongly condemned as liars. 

Long before Global Campaign spokeswoman Lori 
Heise shared her opinion and opposition against ben¬ 
zene derivatives being used in lubricants, Dr. Stephen 
C. Byrnes (drbyrnes@powerhealth.net) wrote a re¬ 
search paper in 1997 titled, “Benzene, Lubricants and 
AIDS,” which appeared in Explore! (Vol. 8, No.l). I 
brought this article the to the B.A.R.'s attention sev¬ 
eral times over the last several years, which was total¬ 
ly ignored. How many people’s lives and health could 
have been saved if the B.A.R. had not ignored my let¬ 
ters or Dr. Byrne’s article? 

And now we have this Washington, D.C.-based 
group, Global Campaign for Microbicides, which is 
investigating the use of toxic AIDS chemicals in lu¬ 
bricants as a quicker method to get AIDS chemicals 
into the body. (Absorption rate via the rectum is eight 
times higher than orally.) This doesn’t add up! This 
group is against N-9 going into the rectum, but are 
for using this route for AIDS chemicals which destroy 
the bone marrow, stop the production of protease en¬ 
zymes in all cells creating physical deformities, organ 
failure, and eventual death. 

In conclusion, I would like to see more of an in¬ 
vestigation into the other chemicals used currently in 
lubricants. It is really easy to do. Take a list of the 
chemicals into any library and look up the names in 
any chemistry book. This is how I found out about 
these chemicals, at the City College Rosenberg Library 
on Phelan Avenue. I would also like to see a push for 
a replacement of these chemically based lubricants 
with a natural pure vegetable glycerin, which can be 
bought at the boutique at the old Harvey Milk cam¬ 
era shop in various sizes and costs much less. 

Remember, N-9 and many of the other chemicals 
used in lubricants are immuno-suppressive agents, 
flammable, cause severe irritation and destroy the rec¬ 
tal lining. It is time to ban all of them.

TICs and Prop. R 

Mike Sullivan should get his facts straight and stop 
misleading the voters in his efforts to promote Propo¬ 
sition R, the condo conversion initiative [Mailstrom, 
October 10]. Sullivan’s letter misstates current law re¬ 
garding tenancies-in-common and the state Ellis Act. 

Last summer, a Superior Court judge upheld Su¬ 
pervisor Jake McGoldrick’s regulation of TICs except 
as it applied to buildings that had been subjected to 
Ellis Act evictions. Judge Robertson’s ruling hinged on 
the definition of tenant in that legislation which re¬ 
quired every group seeking to convert a building to 
condo to include at least one person who rented a unit 
in the building. Robertson declared that this require¬ 
ment would not allow buildings that had been Ellis’d 
to convert because they included no renters. He held 
this interfered with the Ellis Act and he invalidated the 
ordinance with regard to such buildings. 

Sullivan is right that the judge’s decision created a 
perverse incentive for speculators to use the Ellis Act 
to empty entire buildings of tenants so that they can 
convert them without restrictions (the same incentive 
that existed prior to passage of McGoldrick’s original 
legislation). 

However, McGoldrick recently sponsored a change 


in the law supported unanimously by the Board of 
Supervisors. This change redefines “tenant” to include 
owners of record, thereby allowing conversion of a 
building even if all the persons living there are own¬ 
ers. The result of this change in the law is that the law 
no longer will interfere with the Ellis Act in any way. 
Thus, Ellis’d buildings now will be subject to the Mc¬ 
Goldrick TIC law and there is no incentive for Ellis 
evictions in the current McGoldrick TIC law. 

Sullivan may have reasons to support Proposition 
R, but McGoldrick’s TIC law is not one of them. Mc¬ 
Goldrick’s law continues to decrease incentives for 
eviction. Sullivan’s efforts to suggest otherwise mis¬ 
represent the law.

What‘R’the facts? 

While at the Castro Street Fair, I came upon the 
Proposition R booth. With the election only a few 
weeks away I hoped to get some accurate information 
from one of the proponents of Proposition R (Home 
Ownership Program for Everyone). Instead, what I 
got were many vague references to home ownership 
without any concrete facts on how this proposition 
could help achieve this goal. 

The response to my question: “Why would apart¬ 
ments be offered below market value?” generated the 
response, “Because the landlord can only sell to the 
tenants.” This is true, however, where in Proposition R 
does it state that the landlord is obligated to sell any of 
the units at below market rate? There is not incentive 
for the landlord to offer his unit(s) at below market 
rate. 

Then I posed the question: “What about the ten¬ 
ants who choose not to buy and want to continue 
their tenancy?” The response was: “The lifetime leas¬ 
es of apartment dwellers will protect them because 
only the units that are sold are governed as condos.” 
Incorrect again! Once a building is approved for 
condo conversion, according to state law 
(Costa/Hawkins), all units are removed from rent 
control. A landlord could then raise rents to market 
rate and the tenants would have the option to pay it, 
move, or get an attorney. When I asked, “Who will pay 
for the legal fees of these tenants should the landlord 
invoke Costa/Hawkins post condo-conversion?” I was 
told that “we should go ahead and pass proposition R 
and then we’ll work on the problems that may arise 
later on.” 

Similar legislation that was enacted years ago by 
then-Mayor Feinstein found that only 11 percent of 
converted units were sold to the tenants who occu¬ 
pied them. In spite of tenant protection that existed at 
that time nearly 80 percent of the tenants who did not 
purchase lost their apartments. It is for that reason we 
should approach this mass condo-conversion of the 
city more cautiously. 

In all, the manner in which this proposition is 
written fails to give me any real concrete answers 
based on facts. As a tenant I have no choice but to say 
no to Proposition R.

Clarifying constitution 

According to your September 12 front-page story 
“Assessor drafting new tax rule favoring domestic 
partners,” the United States Constitution’s Equal Pro¬ 
tection Clause says, “persons similarly situated with 
respect to the legitimate purpose of the law receive 
like treatment.” In fact, the Equal Protection Clause 
provides: “... nor [shall any state] deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws.” U.S. Const, amend. XIV, § 1. 

The quoted language comes from an opinion of 
the Supreme Court of California that discussed the 
Equal Protection Clause. The court stated, “The con¬ 
cept of the equal protection of the laws compels 
recognition of the proposition that persons similarly 
situated with respect to the legitimate purpose of the 
law receive like treatment.” Purdy & Fitzpatrick v. 
State, 456 P.2d 645,653 (Cal. 1969).

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Dems’ Senate control 
hinges on a few states

W ith the national news 
centered on the likely war 
on Iraq, the fortunes of 
the national Democratic Party, in 
particular its determination to 
hold on to control of the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate, have not looked all that good 
recently. 

With the current 50-49 Demo¬ 
cratic edge, along with Senator 
Jim Jeffords (I-Vermont), who 
votes with the Democrats, politi¬ 
cal observers of both major par¬ 
ties agree that the outcome of the 
November 5 election and the re¬ 
sult as to who controls the next 
Senate pretty much hinges on 
races in seven states. 

For example, many 
analysts believe that New 
Jersey, once thought lost 
to the GOP, is now seem¬ 
ingly again safe for the 
Democrats. In recent 
polls, former Senator 
Frank Laut- 
enberg (D) is 
ahead of or 
even with his 
GOP opponent, Douglas For¬ 
rester, after just entering the race 
two weeks ago following Senator 
Robert Torricelli’s abrupt with¬ 
drawal late last month. 

Democrats have their best 
chance of picking up GOP-held 
seats in Texas and Arkansas, and 
now that the Iraq war vote is out 
of the way, Democratic strategists 
are determined to once again get 
the remaining two and a half 
weeks focused back on the econo¬ 
my, job security, rising unemploy¬ 
ment, and the federal deficits. Even 
Republicans fear that now that the 
Iraq issue has been relegated to the 
inside pages for at least the time 
being - Bush can’t go to War until 
after the elections - voters might 
be concentrating on other issues in 
the final days of the campaign. 

A Democratic majority in the 
U.S. Senate in the next Congress 
could continue to frustrate the 
Bush domestic agenda, including 
his determination to continue ap¬ 
pointing ultra-conservative judges. 

Republicans control the House 
with a 223-208 majority, although 
some Republican leaders, includ¬ 
ing Arizona Senator John Mc¬ 
Cain, are privately predicting that 
the GOP will likely lose the House 
on November 5; many more, how¬ 
ever, think a change in leadership 
there is unlikely. 

The big battle is centered on 
the Senate, where both parties face 
possible losses by incumbents. 
Senator Tim Hutchinson (R- 
Arkansas) one of the Senate’s 
most conservative members, and 
Senator Paul Wellstone (D-Min- 
nesota) one of its most liberal, 
both trail challengers and if the 
election were held today, both 
would likely lose. 

The Republicans’ next big 
worry is Senator Wayne Allard of 
Colorado, whose race against 
challenger Tom Strickland, the 
Democrat, is considered dead 
even. The GOP seems to have im¬ 
proved its chances somewhat in 
New Hampshire, where Represen¬ 
tative John Sununuis considered 
a better campaigner than the De¬ 
mocratic nominee, Governor 
Jeanne Shaheen, though that 
seat, currently held by a Republi¬ 
can, could go either way. 

Democrats have to worry 
about possibly losing seats in 


South Dakota, where Senator Tim 
Johnson is facing a tough chal¬ 
lenge from the GOP’s John 
Thune and in Missouri, where 
Senator Jean Carnahan is in a 
tough fight against ex-Representa¬ 
tive Jim Talent to retain the seat 
she was appointed to after her 
husband’s death two years ago. 

In Iowa, Senator Tom Harkin 
(D), one of the most liberal mem¬ 
bers, was targeted for defeat by the 
Republicans and he was originally 
thought to be in trouble after a 
campaign scandal, but recent polls 
now show him looking safe in that 
contest. 

With less than three weeks 
until Election Day, control of the 
Senate definitely depends 
on the states men¬ 
tioned above. An early 
prediction from this 
corner? Democrats 
hold on to the Sen¬ 
ate, possibly picking 
up one seat. The House 
of Representatives? 
Control is 

somewhat less 
likely to 

change there, 
though Democrats will gain seats, 
but probably not the necessary net 
gain of six seats needed to take 
control. Additionally, one conser¬ 
vative, Democratic House mem¬ 
ber Ralph Hall, a Bush loyalist 
from Texas who often sides with 
Republicans on legislative issues, 
has reportedly promised the 
White House that in the event his 
vote became the decisive one for 
control of the House, he would 
vote for a GOP speaker.

San Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno was feted at a 
fundraiser for his 13th District As¬ 
sembly bid on Thursday, October 
10 at the home of Jeff Anderson 
and Jeff Soukup. Assembly 
Speaker Herb Wesson (D-Los 
Angeles) made an appearance at 
the event, where he was, according 
to those there, “visibly and 
demonstrably excited about the 
fact that the two first openly gay 
men to arrive in Sacramento is 
happening on his clock.” In addi¬ 
tion to Leno, openly gay former 
Santa Cruz Mayor John Laird is 
expected to win his bid in the 27th 
Assembly District next month. 

How they voted on George W. 
Bush’s upcoming war on Iraq: 
Senator Dianne Feinstein (D- 
California), saying her vote was 
“truly a troubled one,” ended up 
voting with the majority for the 
resolution; Senator Barbara 
Boxer (D-California), voted 
against. As for the three openly 
gay members of Congress - Rep¬ 
resentatives Tammy Baldwin (D- 
Wisconsin) and Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts) voted against 
Bush’s war, while Representative

I Jim Kolbe (R-Arizona) voted for 
the resolution. 

Conservative columnist and 
perennial presidential candidate 
Patrick Buchanan gets it right 
once in awhile (well, actually he’s 
right all the time). In Washington 
recently, he said that it’s only 
Dubya Bush’s war talk that is pre¬ 
venting a “GOP election wipeout” 
next month. 

Ralph Nader, the millionaire 
consumer advocate and spoiler 
Green Party presidential candidate 
who gave us President Bush, was in 
town last week, taking to the 
radio-TV talk show circuit, all the 
while blasting Democratic Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis and uttering not a 
word about the anti-gay, pro-life, 
fellow millionaire GOP challenger 
Bill Simon.

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Victory from defeat 

Ten years after Amendment 2

T en years ago this fall, Col¬ 
orado voters narrowly ap¬ 
proved an amendment to 
the state Constitution repealing all 
existing civil rights protections for 
gays in the state and prohibit¬ 
ing them in the future. The pas¬ 
sage of Amendment 2, as it 
was known, was hailed as 
a great victory for social 
conservatives and au¬ 
gured more such efforts in 
states around the country 
that would roll back 
the momentum for 
gay equality. Today, 
the unintentional re¬ 
sult of Amendment 2 is that gay 
equality is on stronger ground 
than ever before. 

Social conservatives in Col¬ 
orado in the early 1990s, like so¬ 
cial conservatives across the coun¬ 
try, feared the rise of gay rights 
and the piecemeal erosion of what 
they view as “traditional family 
values.” In Denver, Boulder, and 
Aspen, gay equality advocates had 
succeeded in getting their cities to 
adopt ordinances protecting gays 
from discrimination in areas like 
employment, housing, and public 
accommodations. State universi¬ 
ties and some state agencies had 
taken similar steps to forbid dis¬ 
crimination based on sexual ori¬ 
entation. Social conservatives be¬ 
lieve these measures signal ap¬ 
proval of what they consider a 


dangerous and immoral lifestyle. 

As long as decisions about 
these matters were made at the 
local level in Colorado, gay advo¬ 
cates could successfully marshal 
their political clout in relatively 
tolerant urban, affluent, and uni¬ 
versity-dominated areas. In these 
areas, gays have not only been 
present in disproportionate¬ 
ly high numbers, but have 
been more politically 
organized and more apt 
to live openly. Therefore, 
more citizens in these areas 
have been familiar with actu¬ 
al gay people and less 
likely to believe hys¬ 
terical claims about 
them. The opposite 
has been true in smaller towns 
and rural areas, where citizens are 
less personally familiar with gay 
people. 

The political strategy for anti¬ 
gay social conservatives was thus 
simple: take the issue of “gay 
rights” out of the hands of local 
communities (where, ironically, 
conservatives generally believe 
policy decisions should be made) 
and put them in the hands of vot¬ 
ers statewide. This would dilute 
the political power of gays and of 
people familiar with gays by over¬ 
whelming them with votes from 
socially conservative voters unfa¬ 
miliar with gays. 

On the eve of the election, sup¬ 
porters of Amendment 2 distrib¬ 
uted 800,000 flyers asserting, 
among other things, “homosexu¬ 


als commit between one-third and 
one-half of all recorded child mo¬ 
lestations.” These claims were false 
but they successfully diverted at¬ 
tention from the issues of job and 
housing discrimination that were 
at the heart of Amendment 2 and 
the laws it repealed. 

Amendment 2 passed by a 
margin of 54 percent to 46 per¬ 
cent. Buoyed by this victory, social 
conservatives started anti-gay 
rights drives in more than a dozen 
other states. 

But then something happened. 
Gays across Colorado and the na¬ 
tion mobilized politically in re¬ 
sponse to Amendment 2. Legal 
advocates sued to stop its imple¬ 
mentation. 

At the national level, the suc¬ 
cesses for gay equality since 
Amendment 2 are well known. 
The number of states protecting 
gays from discrimination has 
doubled, from six to 12. The num¬ 
ber of businesses protecting gay 
employees from discrimination 
has risen exponentially. More and 
more employers extend health 
and other benefits to same-sex do¬ 
mestic partners. Unprecedented 
numbers of gay characters have 
flooded TV screens and movie 
theaters. On and on it goes. 

The legal challenge to Amend¬ 
ment 2 resulted in the most gay¬ 
positive decision yet from the U.S. 
Supreme Court, Romer v. Evans, 
which held that the measure un¬ 
constitutionally denied gays the

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Time for trans rights

T here are some topics that 
just never seen to die. This is 
one of them. 

For almost as long as I have 
been in transgendered activism - 
about eight years - there has been 
an argument about just who 
should be included in the Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act. 

Transgender activists feel that 
by excluding transgender-specific 
workplace coverage, you leave out 
a large part of the overall LGBT 
community for the sake of the 
rights of a portion of the commu¬ 
nity. Further, many postulate that 
as most workplace bias against 
gays and lesbians may well be 
based on gender-related issues 
along the lines of physical ap¬ 
pearance and such, then an 
ENDA that does not include 
some coverage for gender 
identity or expression 
would leave a substantial 
loophole that could tor¬ 
pedo the overall 
effectiveness of 
the bill. 

The Human 
Rights Campaign and the con¬ 
gressional sponsors of ENDA take 
a different tack. They look at 
ENDA as a bill that will likely only 
pass through our current Con¬ 
gress if it has a tight focus - 
“straight acting” gays and lesbians 
- and that getting it passed now 
will leave the door open for addi¬ 
tional coverage later on. The view 
is that trying to convince Senate 
moderates to approve a bill that 
would give transgender employees 
the right to use employee bath¬ 
rooms or showers opposite of 
their birth sex would simply be 
too much to ask for. 

There is one false assumption on 
the part of ENDA’s framers. If a 
non-inclusive ENDA passes, there 
will be no coming back to pick up 
the rest of the bus - it would likely 
require a separate bill to cover trans¬ 
gender identity. Such a bill would 
be, in my opinion, even harder to 
get through Congress, and would 
likely stall the issue for decades. 

This same “let us have this one 
and we’ll come back and get you” 
approach has been used in a sim¬ 
ilar fashion since at least the early 
1970s, when it was provided in an 
attempt to get a gay rights bill 




passed in New York City. For those 
keeping score, it wasn’t until 2002 
that New York City covered trans¬ 
gendered rights, and yes, this was 
largely on the back of local trans¬ 
gendered activists - so much for 
“coming back to get us.” 
Oddly enough, it is the 
Human Rights Campaign 
1 itself that raises a com¬ 
pelling argument regard¬ 
ing its second point 
against inclusion. In a re¬ 
cent poll com¬ 
missioned by 
HRC, 67 per¬ 
cent feel that 
transgendered behavior is a real 
occurrence (as if I couldn’t have 
told them this already), while 57 
percent already thought that it 
was illegal to fire someone for 
being transgendered. 

More telling is this number: 61 
percent of the 800 people across 
the country who were polled agree 
that the U.S. needs laws protecting 
transgendered people in the work¬ 
place. 

Sixty-one percent. Although 
math was never my strong suit, I 
do believe that is a majority - a lit¬ 
tle over six out of every 10 people, 
in fact. 

HRC still does not feel that 
ENDA should be transgendered 
inclusive, however, in spite of its 
own poll. Some of my more cyni- 
-eal friends have gone so far as to 
speculate that HRC commis¬ 
sioned the poll initially to provide 
proof that most American citizens 
were not ready for transgender in¬ 
clusion, but the result was oppo¬ 
site of what it had hoped for. 

Instead, HRC has cautioned 
transgender activists to “go slow” 
on this issue, and not press for 
transgender inclusion in ENDA 
based on its own ppll. In fact, some 
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have pointed to a cover letter than 
came with the poll results which 
suggests that even doing addition¬ 
al education on transgendered is¬ 
sues may skew these results down¬ 
ward - a chilling argument for an 
“ignorance is bliss” take on trans¬ 
gender education and advocacy. 

Of course, my suspicion is that 
the language that HRC is using to 
communicate on behalf of trans¬ 
gendered people may well be 
flawed, and that there may be 
other, better avenues for that edu¬ 
cation than those given by this or¬ 
ganization. 

This is all personal for me. I am 
a transgendered woman, and I do 
know what it is like to have the 
door to employment shut in my 
face. After I transitioned and lost 
my job, it took more than a year to 
find another one - and I am firm 
in my belief that it was my own 
transgendered presence that 
caused me to lose out on literally 
hundreds of job opportunities. In 
our current economy, I am sure 
that there are scores of transgen¬ 
dered and gender variant people 
out there who are seeing their own 
job opportunities go down the 
drain, like liquid down a funnel. 

They were not gender con¬ 
forming in one way or another. As 
I mentioned above, this is the 
exact same thing that can affect 
any number of people who are 
not otherwise transgender identi¬ 
fied, but are simply too “mannish” 
or too “effeminate” for their em¬ 
ployers’ comfort level. I am sure 
you can see how this may well af¬ 
fect more than just those who are 
transgendered. T

Bagdad Cafe incident 
still baffles investigators

S an Francisco Police say they 
may never know why Jihad 
Alim Akbar brandished two 
butcher knives outside the Bagdad 
Cafe on Market Street last week, 
resulting in him being shot and 
killed by police. 

Witnesses said that Akbar, a 
28-year-old Oakland resident, had 
been muttering the words “fags,” 
“homosexuals,” and “white 
power” just after grabbing the 
knives from the restaurant’s 
kitchen last Tuesday night, Octo¬ 
ber 8. Witnesses and police said 
that the man was African Ameri¬ 


can, so presumably his reference 
to white power was not meant to 
express support for it. 

Lisa Schultz, the manager of 
Chow’s restaurant on Church 
Street, said that although she is 
not certain, she believes that the 
man involved in the Bagdad inci¬ 
dent was the same man who 
caused trouble in her restaurant 
on several occasions. She said the 
man called employees in her 
restaurant “dykes” and said 
derogatory things about white 
people. 

Investigators said Akbar had a 
long history of confrontations with 
police. He was convicted of resist¬ 
ing arrest in Santa Cruz and Berke¬ 


ley and of battering a police officer 
in Oakland. He was convicted of at 
least one drug-related charge after 
his arrest in Santa Cruz. 

San Francisco Police homicide 
Inspector Tom Walsh told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the consensus 
among witnesses is that police had 
no choice but to shoot Akbar after 
the man lunged at them with the 
knives. 

The officer who shot Akbar is 
Michael Celis. He had recently re¬ 
turned to work after being hurt in 
the June 17 car accident on Do¬ 
lores and 17th streets that killed 
Jon Cook, the first openly gay San 
Francisco Police officer killed in 
the line of duty. ▼ 


Boston Globe joins papers 
listing DP ceremonies

he Boston Globe joined a 
growing list of newspapers 
Sunday, October 13 by pub¬ 
lishing the announcements of 
three same-sex couples’ cere¬ 
monies in its “Special Occasions” 
section. According to the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion, the inclusion of the Globe 
nov^r makes 144 newspapers that 
print these announcements. 

In a statement to readers on 
September 29, Globe editor Mar¬ 
tin Baron, said, “In publishing 
such announcements, we are rec¬ 
ognizing that they constitute com¬ 
munity news of interest and im¬ 
portance to many of our readers.” 

He also stated that the decision 
was independent of the New York 
Times , the parent company of the 
Globe. The Times stated in August 
that it would begin publishing 
same-sex union announcements, 
and according to Baron has al¬ 


lowed individual publications 
within the company to determine 
their own policies regarding list¬ 
ing the ceremonies. 

The “Special Occasions” sec¬ 
tion of the paper will only run 
when space is available, which ac¬ 
cording to Baron, should be about 
every three or four weeks. Unlike 
the Times, which fully integrated 
its same-sex announcements with 
heterosexual wedding announce¬ 
ments, the Globe will print the 
civil union and commitment cer¬ 
emony statements under a sepa¬ 
rate “Commitments” heading. 

To be eligible for the “Commit¬ 
ments” section, same-sex couples 
must have an officiated ceremony or 
register their civil union or domestic — 
partnership in a city, county, or state 
where it is legally recognized. 

The change of policy at the 
Globe marks one more success 
story for GLAAD’s Announcing 
Equality Project. The campaign, 
which officially launched when 
the Times made its statement in 


August, aims to change newspa¬ 
pers’ policies to include the pub¬ 
lishing of same-sex union an¬ 
nouncements. 

GLAAD provides a list on its 
Web site of all the newspapers that 
have. agreed to print the an¬ 
nouncements. Monica Taher, 
western regional media manager 
for GLAAD, said that ever since 
the Times decided to change its 
policy, many othe Ljy wspapers, 
have quickly followed suit. 

“Newspapers call us from as far 
as Alaska to ask when the Web site 
is going to be updated because 
they want to see their names on 
the list,” she said. 

In recent months, the Los An¬ 
geles Times and the Washington 
Post have also begun printing 
same-sex couples’ ceremony an¬ 
nouncements. 

The Bay Area Reporter an¬ 
nounced last month that it will ac¬ 
cept announcements of domestic 
partner or civil union ceremonies 
as a new feature of the paper. T 



Protest prison's HIV deaths Saturday

T here have been three deaths 
in the HIV unit at Corcoran 
Prison in the last two weeks, 
according to prisoners’ rights ac¬ 
tivists, who are demanding an in¬ 
vestigation and better care for 
prisoners statewide. 

“Three deaths in two weeks are 
extremely alarming and many 
more prisoners with HIV and he¬ 


patitis C are deteriorating daily 
behind the walls of Corcoran 
Prison,” said Judy Greenspan of 
the HIV/Hepatitis C in Prison 
Committee of California Prison 
Focus. “Prison officials are not 
only not granting compassionate 
release to terminally ill prisoners, 
they aren’t allowing them to be 
transferred to hospice care, and 
these people are dying alone.” 

CPF, along with other commu¬ 
nity organizations, will demon¬ 


strate in front of Corcoran 
Prison’s front gate, 4001 King Av¬ 
enue, this Saturday, October 19, at 
2:30 p.m. to expose continued 
human rights abuses.

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Praise for Whipple dog-mauling book

J oe Harrington recalls when 
Sharon Smith told him 
about the last moments with 
her partner, Diane Whipple. He 
was making dinner for Smith in 
her apartment. He remembers 
tears were streaming down his 
face as she told him of those final 
moments in San Francisco Gener¬ 
al Hospital on Januairy 26, 2001. 

Harrington’s 525-page book, 
Death of an Angel, chronicles the 
deadly dog-mauling case that shook 
the Bay Area and made headlines 
around the country and around the 
world. While the book brings to life 
the intense emotions and the be¬ 
hind-the-scenes drama of the case, 
police and prosecutors are praising 
it for sticking to the facts. 

“I don’t consider this a true 
crime book,” Harrington told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “I consider it an 
issue book.” 

Harrington explained that the 
two main issues raised by the dog 
mauling case are the responsibili¬ 
ties of dog owners and the rights 
of same-sex couples. 

“I really believe love is love. 
That’s how I was raised,” said the 
author, expanding on the latter 
issue. 

Harrington, who is heterosex¬ 
ual, said he’s already heard from a 
man who said that his book has 
changed his negative views on ho¬ 
mosexuality and he hopes that 
will be one of the positives people 
take from his book. 

“If you can change one person’s 
mind, then the whole damn thing 
is worth it,” he said explaining that 


the desire to make a lasting posi¬ 
tive change was one of the things 
that motivated him to write the 
book. “Writing is so frustrating 
you’ve got to have some perks.” 

Harrington spoke to the B.A.R. 
from Harrington’s, his family’s 
restaurant and bar in the Financial 
District. Harrington, 61, worked 
as a bartender there for 30 years 
before turning to writing in 1991. 
Although he gets back to his old 
business often, he currently lives 
with his wife in the Gold Country. 

Harrington said his years as a 
bartender helped him become a 
better writer because it taught him 
how to listen without being too 
quick to jump to conclusions. 

“You hear a lot of stuff in 30 
years and if you rush to judgment 
you could get yourself into a lot of 
trouble,” the author explained. 

The police contacts Harrington 
established through his bartender 
work helped him get his start writ¬ 
ing. His first book chronicled the 
Charles Ng and Leonard Lake mass 
killings in Calaveras County. Be¬ 
cause of his contacts with the San 
Francisco Police and the dramatic 
elements present in the dog-maul¬ 
ing case, file subject was a natural 
for Harrington’s latest book. 

“You couldn’t ask for better an¬ 
tagonists than [Robert] Noel and 
[Marjorie] Knoller [the dogs’hus¬ 
band-wife caretakers],” said Har¬ 
rington. 

The author’s connection with 
police is evident in the inside view 
he gives from the perspective of 
one of the main investigators on 
the case, Lieutenant Henry 
Hunter. Hunter had high praise 
for the book.

“I loved it. I’m the hero. And 
some of it is even true,” said 
Hunter with a chuckle when asked 
about the book. But he quickly 
added: “Everything in the book 
happened. It gives you a real good 
idea how we conducted the inves¬ 
tigation.” 

The book details Hunter’s tire¬ 
less efforts with the case, often¬ 
times bringing work home, while 
bizarre facets of the case unfolded 
in the media. Although the media 
often gets blamed for hurting po¬ 
lice investigations, in the book, 
Hunter discusses how the media 
investigation helped their case by 
uncovering more information 
more quickly than police could do 
alone with limited resources. 

Prosecutor Kimberly Guil- 
foyle-Newsom also had praise for 
the book for going into the case in 
detail and staying true to the facts. 

“It’s a well-done, good book,” 


the assistant district attorney said. 

A good portion of the book 
details the struggle for same-sex 
partner rights by Whipple’s part¬ 
ner, Smith. Although Smith ini¬ 
tially cooperated with Harrington 
on the book, she later withdrew 
her support. Harrington said he 
was never quite sure why. 

Smith’s lawyer, Michael Car¬ 
doza, said because of everything 
going on in her life, Smith needed 
to concentrate on other things. 
Cardoza said the book was unau¬ 
thorized by Smith and she would 
have no comment on it. 

Whipple’s mother, Penny 
Whipple-Kelly, said that although 
Harrington recently sent her a 
copy of the book, she has only 
read small sections of it because, 
she said, she’s not ready to relive 
the attack and the triaL^ 

Noel told the B.A.R. in a recent 
prison interview that although 
he’s heard of the book, he hasn’t 
seen it. Noel has been talking to 
another author, Aphrodite Jones, 
who is in the process of writing 
her own book about the case. 
Jones wrote a number of true 
crime books including the book 
about the Brandon Teena murder 
that eventually became the movie 
Boys Don’t Cry. 

Noel and his wife, Knoller, are 
expected to be released on parole 
in about a year. Both were convict¬ 
ed of involuntary manslaughter 
and keeping a mischievous animal 
that killed a person. Knoller, who 
was with the dogs during the hall¬ 
way attack, was initially convicted 
of second-degree murder but San 
Francisco Superior Court Judge 
James Warren later threw it out. 


Harrington said he believes 
that decision was “courageous.” 
The subtitle of his book is “The 
inside story of how justice pre¬ 
vailed in the San Francisco dog 
mauling case.” Harrington said he 
disagrees with those who would 
say justice hasn’t been done be¬ 
cause the second-degree convic¬ 
tion was tossed out. He pointed 
out that the attorney-couple have 
been disgraced in the Bay Area 
and may permanently lose their li¬ 
censes to practice law. 

Harrington is donating half of 
the royalties from the sale.of his 
hard cover book to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Athletic League and 
the other half to one of Whipple’s 
favorite charities, the American 
Cancer Society. Coincidentally, 
both Whipple and Harrington 
once suffered from thyroid cancer. 

Harrington hopes to eventual¬ 
ly make money on the soft cover 
sales of his book. He said he pur¬ 
posely sought out a small compa¬ 
ny, Quantum Entertainment, to 
publish his book because he said 
he wanted to keep direct control 
over the book to keep it from 
being sensationalized. The cover 
contains the title with a simple 
blue background. Harrington said 
he was afraid that a major pub¬ 
lisher would fashion a tabloid 
style cover. For the same reason, 
his book uses no photographs, be¬ 
sides, Harrington explains, virtu¬ 
ally everyone has already seen pic¬ 
tures of the dogs, Noel and 
Knoller, and Whipple. ▼

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AIDS nurse preserves Ward 5A’s history 



Ward 5A nurse Steve Keith was all smiles just before his retirement earlier 
this month. Keith is now raising money to archive materials from the 
nation s first AIDS inpatient care unit at San Francisco General Hospital.

S teve Keith has not rested 
since he retired from his 
full-time job earlier this 
month. One of the original nurses 
at San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal’s Ward 5A - the country’s first 
inpatient AIDS care unit - Keith 
now spends his days sorting 
through the dozens of piles of 
memorabilia and historical items 
that he has collected from the 
ward over the years. 

“I have 10 scrap books, about 
15 different communication logs, 
and 20 boxes of loose materials,” 
said an enthusiastic Keith, 50, who 
has always viewed his role at the 
ward as both caregiver and histo¬ 
rian. 

“From the beginning I think 
we all knew we would be a part of 
a significant chapter of medical 
history. A lot of people kept di¬ 
aries,” said Keith, recalling the 
ward’s earliest days after its found¬ 
ing in 1983. “It became a mission 
early on for me to document the 
experience, and to let the world 
know that this was a group of 13 
nurses that got this thing going, 
and they created an incredible 
place.” 

Ward 5A began as a renegade 
wing of the hospital that over¬ 
looked limits on visitation, show¬ 
ered its patients with donations of 
fancy robes and baked goods, and 
was often a mixture of humor and 
grief, a last stop for the outra¬ 
geously flamboyant and profes¬ 
sional gay men alike. 

The collection of 5A history 
will be organized, cataloged, and 


then placed in the San Francisco 
Public Library, hopefully by July 
25, 2003, which will mark the 
ward’s 20th anniversary. But to 
complete the project, Keith needs 
to raise money - about $12,000 
more to supplement the two 
$5,000 grants he has already re¬ 
ceived from hospital foundations. 

“I’m trying to buy archival 
supplies and organize all this stuff. 
I estimated it would take about 
$22,000, so I’m halfway there in 
terms of fundraising,” said Keith. 
“I believe it’s important to make 


all this stuff available to the pub¬ 
lic.” 

Many news stories have fea¬ 
tured Ward 5A and recognized it 
as the model for AIDS wards 
across the nation. 

“From the beginning, they de¬ 
cided to touch their patients, hold 
them, and cry with them at a time 
when food servers were leaving 
food on trays in the hall and doc¬ 
tors suited up in masks and gowns 
to talk to AIDS patients,” a Wash¬ 
ington Post article summarized in 
1989. 

But while the bigger mission 
was never lost, Keith pointed out, 
it was the daily details that made 
5A what it was (and still is, al¬ 
though today the ward serves 


other terminally ill people thanks 
to drug advances that have kept 
many AIDS beds empty since the 
mid-1990s). And only through ar¬ 
tifacts like the communication 
books - logs, notes, and interac¬ 
tions passed among the staff - is it 
possible to grasp what it was like 
to navigate hundreds of lives 
through an epidemic before there 
was extensive research or protocol. 

“The communication books 
are the nuts and bolts of these 
archives,” said Keith. “When we 
learned something about a drug, 


we would write it down and pass 
it on. When doctors wanted to 
treat terminal patients aggressive¬ 
ly, and the nurses felt those pa¬ 
tients should not be put through 
a lot of tests, there was negotiation 
back and forth on those pages. 

“There are notes on upcoming 
trials for drugs, and news about 
drugs that actually killed people in 
trials, so you get to follow the 
whole roller coaster over each new 
treatment ‘breakthrough.’ There 
are also sections in there that deal 
with the first time we all got test¬ 
ed for HIV, before the test was 
even available to the public, and 
how we mobilized around staff 
members who got sick.” 

Three of the original nurses at 


Ward 5A are now dead, said Keith, 
two from AIDS and one due to 
breast cancer. 

From those who are still alive, 
Keith plans to collect oral histories 
to add to the archives, which al¬ 
ready include photographs; pages 
of the names of the dead and their 
diagnosis dates; and videos of 
broadcasts that featured life at the 
ward. 


“People’s lives were changed 
when they passed through 5A,” 
said Keith. “The place had an im¬ 
pact: on patients, families, visitors, 
and volunteers.” ▼

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it 
each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case something 
has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if 
you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type'of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system 
is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking KALETRA may still 
get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus 
infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do not 
use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose 
for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a 
day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months 
to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the 
right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 


local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir.

John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® 
(lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. 
You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood 
pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. 
If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to 
avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA 
if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose 
of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are 
taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea 
and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after 
KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any new 


or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your 
doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools (bowel movements), 
diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

•Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C 
who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it 
is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their 
pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a higher chance 
of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have 
nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or stroke 
due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease 
inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes 
in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretroviral 
therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck (“buffalo hump"), breast, and around the trunk. L6ss of fat 
from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The cause and long term 
health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, 
these side effects may have been due to other medicines that patients were 
taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. 
You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, 
there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with 
Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new 
or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have 
diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 
How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the 
expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature up to 77°F 
(25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure 
that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions 
about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed 
for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet. If you 
have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or 
pharmacist can give you information about this medicine that was written for 
health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which 
it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

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Military recruiters more 
visible at law schools

i ilitary recruiters have re- 
| cently been granted 
I greater access to private 
law school campuses, despite ef¬ 
forts by gays and lesbians in the 
Bay Area and across the country 
to prevent them. A new interpre¬ 
tation of the Solomon Amend¬ 
ment by the Department of De¬ 
fense threatened to withhold hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars from 
law schools, such as Stanford, if 
access was not provided. Earlier 
this month students at Yale and 
Georgetown universities held 
demonstrations protesting this 
new interpretation. 

For years private law schools 
have denied access to military re¬ 
cruiters on the grounds that their 
practice of discrimination against 
homosexuals conflicted with the 
schools’ non-discrimination poli¬ 
cies. Schools have now been 
forced to bend their policies or 
make special arrangements for the 
military. Stanford Law School was 
forced to provide special inter¬ 
views to military recruiters. 

The amendment states that the 
military must be granted equal ac¬ 
cess in quality and scope to any 
other employers who interview stu¬ 
dents. At Stanford Law, employers 
are not invited to participate in re¬ 
cruitment activities unless a certain 
level of student interest is present. 

According to a memorandum 
sent by Stanford Law School Dean 
Kathleen Sullivan on September 26, 
for the first time this year, enough 
students expressed just such inter¬ 
est. Stanford had no choice but to 
find a resolution in the context of 
its non-discrimination policy. 

Sullivan said that though “the 
student showing of interest in JAG 
Corps interviews for the first time 
met our threshold - we decided to 
adhere to our policy by declining 
to sponsor the interviews but to 
refer interested students to the 
University career placement office 
to arrange their interviews.” 

In response to Sullivan, several 
Stanford law students sent their 
own memo in support of the mil¬ 
itary, saying that they “do not nec¬ 
essarily support the military’s 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy, but 
do agree that any such objection 
does not rise to the level of op¬ 
posing on-campus recruitment 
for our nation’s defenses.” 

The current controversy has 
only affected private law schools. 
Public schools, having been more 
heavily reliant on federal funding, 
were forced to concede to the new 
regulations years ago. In an inter¬ 
view, John Dwyer, dean of the 
University of California, Berke¬ 
ley’s Boalt Law School, expressed 
his continued disapproval of the 
amendment. 

“These policies are both hurt¬ 
ful to the nation and hurtful to 
our students,” he said. 

University of California, Hast¬ 
ings, another Bay Area law school, 
has also been affected by the 
amendment. The school has been 
forced to add a caveat to its non¬ 
discrimination policy: “A limited 
express exception to this policy is 
made by the Hastings board of di¬ 
rectors for the U.S. military on the 
grounds that the military’s prac¬ 
tices to date have been upheld 
under current judicial interpreta¬ 
tion of the discrimination laws.” 

Initially, the Solomon Amend¬ 
ment was interpreted in such a way

that only an individual school at a 
university could potentially lose 
funding if it did not allow access to 
the military. The more recent in¬ 
terpretation of the statute declares 
that any individual school in viola¬ 
tion of the amendment could re¬ 
sult in the entire university losing 
federal funds. These funds come 
from the Departments of Defense, 
Health and Human Services, 
Transportation, Education as well 
as other related agencies. 

For Stanford, this augmenta¬ 
tion meant a world of difference. 
The law school originally faced a 
loss of $500,000. When the amend¬ 
ment was reinterpreted to incor¬ 
porate the entire university, Stan¬ 
ford suddenly was threatened with 
an annual loss of $700 million. 

Yale University faced a similar 
fate. Yale Law School receives no 
federal funding, but the university 
as a whole receives approximately 
$300 million annually. About 90 
percent of these funds go to med¬ 
ical and health research and ser¬ 
vices. Less than 3 percent of these 
funds actually originate from the 
Department of Defense. 

To facilitate these changes, Yale 
Law formed a campus organiza¬ 
tion called the Student/Faculty Al¬ 
liance for Military Equality. Law 
student Matt Alsdorf, a 
spokesman for SAME, explained, 
“As students we understand the 
position the university has been 
put in, but this is totally uncon¬ 
scionable for the Bush adminis¬ 
tration to be playing with in order 
to promote discrimination.” 

He went on to explain that the 
goal was not to keep the military 
from coming to campus but to 
protect the law school’s non-dis¬ 
crimination policy, and thus en¬ 
sure that students were not dis¬ 
criminated against. 

“What’s different this year is 
that they have become more strict 
in their interpretation of the 
Solomon Amendment. The mili¬ 
tary felt more confident they could 
threaten to cut off funds, and 
thought now was an opportune 
time to push their social agenda 
onto universities,” said Alsdorf. 

Yale has always offered some 
level of student access to the mili¬ 
tary either in the form of provid¬ 
ing student information or coor¬ 
dinating individual meetings with 
students. What has come under 
increased pressure recently are the 
official recruiting programs to 
which the military has still been 
denied access. 

According to Richard C. Levin, 
Yale University president, Yale has 
“temporarily suspended the appli¬ 
cation of its policy of requiring a 
non-discrimination certification 
from military recruiters,” so they 
could participate in the fall re¬ 
cruiting programs. Yale plans to 


appeal the Defense Department’s 
ruling that it is not in compliance 
with the Solomon Amendment, 
either through administrative pro¬ 
cedures or in the federal courts. 

An official from the Department 
of Defense said that “equal access 
for recruiters to law schools and all 
schools for that matter is crucial to 
ensuring we attract a diverse and 
highly qualified applicant popula¬ 
tion.” This diverse population, how¬ 
ever, will not include any homosex¬ 
uals because of the DADT policy. 

An August 28 Boston Globe ar¬ 
ticle reported that there were 
1,250 gay and lesbian discharges 
in 2001. This is an increase from 
years prior to the DADT policy. 

Although the Solomon 
Amendment prohibits any denial 
of military recruiters to all colleges 
and universities, it has been a par¬ 
ticular point of contention for law 
schools. Many universities across 
the country do not include sexual 
orientation in their policies. Due 
to a guideline administered by the 
American Association of Law 
Schools, however, all of the mem¬ 
ber schools, which consist of near¬ 
ly every law school in the country, 
must include sexual orientation in 
their non-discrimination policies. 

Other universities that have re¬ 
cently altered their policies to 
allow military recruiters onto 
their campuses include Harvard 
University, New York University, 
and the University of Southern 
Galifornia. ▼

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Medical marijuana patients sue feds

T wo medical marijuana pa¬ 
tients filed a lawsuit against 
the federal government last 
week, seeking to halt the recent 
spate of Drug Enforcement Ad¬ 
ministration raids against Califor¬ 
nia medical cannabis providers. 

Angel McClary Raich and 
Diana Monson allege in their Oc¬ 
tober 9 lawsuit that federal attacks 
on medical marijuana patients 
and providers violate the Fifth, 
Ninth, and 10th amendments to 
the Constitution. In addition to 
the patients, two anonymous 
caregivers who grow cannabis for 
McClary Raich are also parties to 
the suit. 

McClary Raich uses cannabis 


to relieve pain, nausea, wasting, 
and seizures related to brain can¬ 
cer, scoliosis, and other condi¬ 
tions. 

“The government has waged a 
civil war against sick, disabled, 
and dying Americans,” said 
McClary Raich at a news confer¬ 
ence held last Wednesday in Oak¬ 
land to announce the suit. “If 
cannabis works for us, we should 
be able to have that medicine.” She 
continued, “Nothing else relieves 
my pain and allows me to eat and 
maintain my weight. My doctors 
agree that without medical 
cannabis I will die.” 

Monson suffers from chronic 
back pain. In August 2001 her 
home was raided by the DEA and 
her six cannabis plants were 
seized. 


“I resent the federal govern¬ 
ment trying to turn me into a 
criminal on this issue,” Monson 
told reporters. “I am not a crimi¬ 
nal.” 

The lawsuit, which names At¬ 
torney General John Ashcroft and 
DEA head Asa Hutchinson as de¬ 
fendants, requests an injunction 
against enforcement of federal 
drug laws in cases related to the 
cultivation or possession of mari¬ 
juana for medical purposes as al¬ 
lowed by California law. 

The plaintiffs are supported by 
Alameda County Supervisors 
Keith Carson and Nate Miley and 
openly gay Berkeley City Council 
member Kriss Worthington. Dr. 
Mitch Katz, the out gay head of 
the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health, also offered his 
support. 

“We believe that recent state¬ 
ments by federal authorities ... 
have infringed on the rights of pa¬ 
tients to use cannabis and on the 
rights of doctors to recommend it 
by creating an environment of 
fear,” wrote Katz in a statement. 
“Patients should be allowed to use 
medical cannabis under the guid¬ 


ance of Proposition 215 without 
concern of repercussions by the 
federal government.” 

The California Supreme Court 
ruled in July that patients who use 
medical cannabis with a doctor’s 
recommendation are protected 
under Proposition 215, the 1996 
Compassionate Use Act. The U.S. 
Supreme Court, however, ruled in 
May 2000 - in a case involving the 
Oakland Cannabis Buyers Club 
and other Northern California 
medical marijuana dispensaries - 
that the federal Controlled Sub¬ 
stances Act makes no exceptions 
for medical use. 

In issuing the U.S. Supreme 
Court decision, Justice Clarence 
Thomas noted that several consti¬ 
tutional issues remain unresolved, 
iricluding whether the federal gov¬ 
ernment has the right to interfere 
with intrastate commerce and a 
citizen’s right to use marijuana to 
relieve pain. 

The Constitution gives the fed¬ 
eral government jurisdiction over 
commerce between states. Medical 
marijuana advocates contend that 
this does not cover cannabis that 
is grown and used within a single 


state. 

“For the federal government to 
attack patients and caregivers for 
activities that never cross state 
lines is an absolute violation of the 
commerce clause of the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution,” said Robert Raich, an 
attorney for the plaintiffs. Robert 
Raich married Angel McClary 
Raich this past summer. 

Medical cannabis advocates 
have high hopes for the patient 
lawsuit and others like it. Follow¬ 
ing the U.S. Supreme Court loss, 
the OCBC is going back to the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals to 
pursue its case on new grounds in¬ 
cluding states’ rights arguments 
similar to those put forth in the pa¬ 
tients’ lawsuit. The first briefs are 
due in early November. Raich is 
also an attorney in the OCBC case. 

“I suspect this is our best 
chance for some immediate 
progress and relief,” said Dale 
Gieringer of the California chap¬ 
ter of the National Organization 
for the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws. “We won’t get it from this 
administration or this Congress; 
the federal courts are our best 
bet.” ▼

tition to the Aussies. The first 
problems arose in 1997, when the 
federation expected the Sydney 
committee to pay a $1 million 
(U.S.) license fee for the right to 
host the games and both sides dis¬ 
agreed on when the payments 
should be due. 

The federation eventually low¬ 
ered the fee to $650,000 and 
agreed to set the due date after the 
conclusion of the Games. Federa¬ 
tion officials have said they expect 
Sydney to break even and pay the 
license fee in full. 

Leadership for the Sydney 
Games has also been a problem, 
with the host committee’s CEO 
being a revolving door position. 
Geoffrey Williams, who became 
the second CEO and took office 
only 17 months before the start of 
the Games, resigned without ex¬ 
planation in July, less than 100 
days before the start of the event. 

Last summer, an internal 
memo leaked to a gay sports Web 
site revealed the Sydney commit¬ 
tee feared its effort to host the 
Games was in such disarray that 
another city might have to step in 
to ensure the 2002 competition 
took place. Games officials re¬ 
sponded that their concerns had 
to do with the old leadership, 
which had been replaced. 

The 2002 event’s cultural com¬ 
ponent and Opening Ceremonies 
have also erupted into brouhahas 
for the host committee. Robyn 
Archer, the head of the cultural 
festival, resigned in 2001 when it 


was determined there would not 
be a large enough budget to cover 
her original plans. 

The Games’ director of cere¬ 
monies, Ignatius Jones, also had to 
quell a near mutiny by European 
and American participants who 
were upset they would not be a 
part of the Opening Ceremonies 
until the very end of the program. 
Rumors that the athletes would 
march into the stadium at the end 
had circulated via e-mail, prompt¬ 
ing some competitors to call for a 
boycott. Jones scuttled those ru¬ 
mors when he told Sydney’s gay 
newspaper that the plans had al¬ 
ways called for the athletes to 
march in at the beginning. 

“The whole thing opens with 
this enormous theatrical effect, 
which the athletes create by doing 
nothing else but walking in,” Jones 
told the Star Observer this month. 

Games organizers have also 
had to contend with a weak glob¬ 
al economy, problems attracting 
corporate sponsors, and a drop¬ 
off in tourism after the September 
11 terror attacks. While organizers 
told the Bay Area Reporter last 
month that security would not be 
an issue, the recent bombing in 
Bali - a six-hour flight from Syd¬ 
ney - has renewed questions 
about the safety of the interna¬ 
tional gathering. 

Adding to the Sydney organiz¬ 
ers’ headaches was an Australian 
report released earlier this year 
that found gay bashings in the 
country to be unusually cruel and 
often do not lead to harsh penal¬ 
ties for the perpetrators. One ex¬ 
pert said such attacks were viewed 
as “sport” by young Aussies. 


The latest snafu for Sydney 
Games officials occurred last 
month when they learned the $3 
million in revenue generated from 
ticket sales to Games events would 
not be available until after the 
Games. 

According to the Observer re¬ 
port, the money is unavailable due 
to government laws and the com¬ 
pany, Ticketek, is holding it in 
trust until after the conclusion of 
the Games. It remains to be seen if 
anyone will step forward to guar¬ 
antee the loan needed to pay for 
the Games up-front costs. 

Various Australian govern¬ 
ment entities have said they will 
not underwrite the event. But a 
spokesman for the federation told 
the B.A.R. that Sydney officials 
have met with government and 
corporate leaders to discuss their 
monetary predicament. An an¬ 
nouncement about the outcome 
of those meetings is expected 
soon. 

“Sydney 2002 has said repeat¬ 
edly there are no cuts planned that 
will affect the cultural program or 
athletic program at the current 
time,” said Jake Stafford, the fed¬ 
eration spokesman. 

The host committee also made 
a plea this month to the local gay 
community in Sydney to buy tick¬ 
ets for both the sporting events 
and circuit parties planned 
around the Games to help boost 
revenue. The Games budget had 
called for $9 million in ticket sales. 
However, with sales averaging 
only $250,000 a week, the total 
revenue would amount to $4 mil¬ 
lion, leaving the Games with a $5

of the field has not done nearly as 
well in fundraising as Daly and 
Sweet The reports cover money 
raised this year, through October 1. 

Wild card 

The major wild card in the race 
is Burke Strunsky, who has raised 
$34,112, records show. While 
Strunsky has also loaned his cam¬ 
paign the city-mandated maxi¬ 
mum of $15,000, campaign fi¬ 
nance rules allow a candidate to 
give his campaign any amount, 
and Strunsky’s father, Airport 
Commissioner Michael Strunsky, 
is an heir to the Gershwin fortune. 

“We got a very late start on 
fundraising,” Strunsky said. “But I 
will personally give money to the 
campaign with the idea that I will 
be beholden to each and every 
constituent equally and their best 
interests: If I’m elected I will not 
have any political baggage or owe 
anything' to any special interest 
groups.

“My platform is very progres¬ 
sive. It’s oriented to providing 
quality homeless services, afford¬ 
able housing and other interests 
that benefit lower income con¬ 
stituents,” Strunsky said. 

Another candidate, Arthur 
Jackson, has raised $38,473, of 
which $15,000 is a personal loan 
from himself, records show. 

“I didn’t take advantage of any 
city funds,” Jackson said. “We’ve 
raised the money from business 
colleagues and nonprofit col¬ 
leagues. For me to take city funds, 
that’s something I would not do. 
You raise the money from people 
who believe in your candidacy, 
not from city coffers where the 
money could be better spent.” 

Challenger Roger Gordon has 
brought in $33,285, but has not 
taken any loans, according to city 
documents. 

“I’m feeling pretty damn 
good,” Gordon said. “I don’t think 
the money is going to help any¬ 
one. We’re not taking any public 
money. Our average donation is 
$75-100. This is a pretty ‘rootsy’ 
campaign.” 


Of the four other candidates 
both Robert Power and James Leo 
Dunn have taken in less than 
$1,000. The other two, Garrett 
Jenkins and Malinka Moye, had 
failed to file required financing re¬ 
ports with the Ethics Commission 
as of press time. In a phone inter¬ 
view, Jenkins said he had collect¬ 
ed $2,760. Moye was not available 
for comment. 

The two top money-getters, 
Daly and Sweet, also have the 
highest remaining balances in 
their campaign coffers. Daly has 
nearly $50,000 in his war chest. 
Sweet has $35,000. 

The rest of the candidates have 
been spending as fast as the 
money has come in, records show. 
Gordon has about $7,000, Jackson 
has less than $6,000, and while 
Strunsky’s campaign is running 
nearly on empty at the moment 
with only $1,600 in the bank. 

But according to UC’s Citrin, 
while money may help, it doesn’t 
guarantee victory. “The hypothe¬ 
sis that the person with the most 
money wins just isn’t correct. Ob¬ 
viously money matters, and if 
there are huge discrepancies, then 
it might matter more. But incum¬ 
bents generally have more money 
than their challengers, and if 
you’re in a good position to do 
good or ill, organizations try and 
give you money,” Citrin said. “But 
I think the role of money is am¬ 
biguous.” 

Citrin’s idea is borne out by the 
Ethics Commission’s records. 
Since 1998, when the commission 
started keeping computerized 
records, all of the candidates who 
raised the most money in heavily 
contested supervisorial races, ex¬ 
cept one, Mark Leno, ultimately 
lost at the polls. 

The 2000 election, Citrin said, 
was a “Brown versus anti-Brown 
situation. You don’t need to know 
much more than that. People with 
the money could be linked to 
him.” 

Citrin said that money matters 
most in races where many voters 
are undecided and where the can¬ 
didates are not known. 

So for each candidate, getting 
their supporters to the polls on 
Election Day may mean the dif¬ 
ference between making the 
runoff or not - and that effort re¬ 
quires volunteer manpower. 

“Turnout’s going to be the 
most important factor in this race, 
given what we know from our 
polling,” Daly said. “In a district

race a volunteer effort is incredibly 
important. If you’re able to mobi¬ 
lize volunteers - you can do a lot 
more with the money you have.” 

Another big factor in the race 
may be soft money. 

In the 2000 elections, indepen¬ 
dent expenditures dwarfed direct 
candidate spending to the point of 
insignificance. According to Ethics 
Commission records, indepen¬ 
dent groups, mainly business in¬ 
terests and labor unions, sipent al¬ 
most $1.5 million on the supervi¬ 
sor races that year, with the vast 
bulk of the money going to pro- 
Brown candidates. 

These organizations can spend 
whatever they want - as long as 
the money is not under the con¬ 
trol of the candidate’s committee. 

“Welcome to the real world,” 
said one city hall insider, who de¬ 
clined to be identified. “If inde¬ 
pendent expenditures kick in, the 
big money will come in in the last 
weeks of the election.” T

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Longtime Dist. 6 resident seeks supe seat

I f you’re among the countless 
people who have sought tem¬ 
porary or full-time employ¬ 
ment in recent years, chances are 
you’ve met with Arthur Jackson, 
founder of Jackson Personnel, 
which has put thousands of peo¬ 
ple to work. 

Jackson’s business is something 
he is proud of, for the way it helps 
people to earn better livings, and 
for its 32-year history in his dis¬ 
trict. But the supervisoral candi¬ 
date for - and 12-year resident of 
- District 6 also has an extensive 
background in community service 
and public health: for more than 
six years he has served on the San 
Francisco Health Commission, 
with five terms as budget chair, 
and three terms as president, the 
only African American to hold 
that post. While on the Health 
Commission, he has participated 
in the passage of needle exchange 
and has fought for confidentiality 
around HIV/AIDS information. 
Jackson has also served on San 
Francisco’s welfare-to-work pro¬ 


gram, on the San Francisco Com¬ 
mission on Aging, on the board of 
directors of the San Francisco Se¬ 
nior Centers, and as a board 
member of the United Way. 

Jackson is facing incumbent 
Supervisor Chris Daly and seven 
other challengers in the Novem¬ 
ber 5 election. 

It is true commitment to com¬ 
munity service - something he 
characterizes as a way of life rather 
than a hobby - that sets him apart 
from the other candidates in the 
district, he said. 

“The intangible is that you care 
about people one at a time and 
you don’t bunch them in a group,” 
said Jackson of his approach to 
people, and therefore govern¬ 
ment. “I love this town. I love the 
people. I’ve lived in extraordinary 
times with extraordinary people, 
and we need a supervisor who can 
meet challenges, take risks, and 
achieve success. We need someone 
who has earned this job and re¬ 
spects everybody.” 

That person, believes Jackson, 
is himself, particularly because of 
his experience. 

“Service delivery is something

I understand in a way that no 
other candidate in the district 
does,” said Jackson. “When candi¬ 
dates talk about ‘the homeless’ 
they should be saying ‘our entire 
community’s involvement with 
every person in our district,’ be¬ 
cause cleaner streets are critical to 
very aspect of this district. 

“I heard a candidate talk about 
getting the homeless ‘counseling.’ 
But we need to help these people. 
They need family support, job 
training, and mental health ser¬ 
vices. They need actual assessment 


and access to medication. They 
need real drug rehabilitation; you 
can’t get off heroin in 21 days. 
They don’t need ‘counseling.’” 

Jackson’s other goals for the 
district include bringing in a su¬ 
permarket and other needed busi¬ 
nesses; putting senior services in 
place as the baby boomers start to 
age; and transforming renters into 
homeowners. 

He wants to bring in money 
for programs and services by 
building coalitions between pub¬ 
lic and private sectors, businesses 
and nonprofits. 

“We can no longer do this sep¬ 
arately; businesses and charities 
need to come together to raise and 
spend money efficiently,” he said. 

Early endorsements and sup¬ 
porters of Jackson’s, according to 
his Web site, include former Pub¬ 
lic Defender Jeff Brown; former 
Supervisor Barbara Kaufman; gay 
philanthropist and former Am¬ 
bassador James Hormel; the Gold¬ 
en Gate Restaurant Association; 
Department of Public Health Di¬ 
rector Mitch Katz; and longtime 
lesbian activists Del Martin and 
Phyllis Lyon.

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Gay prisoner

His greatest health challenge 
was a throat cancer diagnosis in 
1997. Doctors suggested radical 
surgery that would have removed 
his tongue, part of his jaw and his 
upper and lower pallets, leaving 
him severely disfigured. He was 
told even after the surgery, his 
chances of survival were only 
50/50. He opted instead for two 
months of debilitating and 
painful radiation treatments. So 
far those treatments have kept his 
cancer in remission, although 
doctors initially thought the 
chances of saving Smith’s life were 
only 15 percent. 

During the recent interview in 
the prison’s visiting room, Smith 
appeared feeble. His hand trem¬ 
bled as he sipped coffee, a symp¬ 
tom of Parkinson’s. His AIDS-re- 
lated dementia causes him to 
sometimes lose his train of 
thought in mid-sentence. He takes 
a fistful of medications every day 
and explains that it takes a half-day 
to just get going in the morning. 

The Board of Prison Terms, 
which has only approved parole 
for about 1 percent of eligible can¬ 
didates, ordered his parole two 
years ago but Governor Gray 
Davis blocked his release, calling 
Smith “a person with little regard 
for human life.” 

Along with an acquaintance, 
Kevin Leigh, Smith was convicted 
of the 1985 murder of 28-year-old 
Rick Diamonon in a dispute over 
cocaine. Diamonon was shot and 
drowned. His cause of death was 
ruled to be drowning. Although 
each man blamed the other for 
the murder, witnesses said that 
Leigh’s clothes were wet just after 
the shooting and Smith’s were dry. 
Each man was convicted of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder. 

In March, Los Angeles County 
Superior Court Judge Keith 
Schwartz ruled that Davis illegally 
and unfairly blocked Smith’s pa¬ 
role and ordered his release. In a 
stinging seven-page rebuke of the 


governor, Schwartz wrote that 
Davis exaggerated Smith’s crimi¬ 
nal record and that the governor 
incorrectly asserted that Smith 
shot the victim. 

The judge who presided over 
Smith’s original trial strongly sup¬ 
ports Smith’s release and the Los 
Angeles County District Attor¬ 
ney’s office has not opposed pa¬ 
role. A former Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty assistant district attorney and a 
current Superior Court judge in 
Santa Cruz County, Mike Barton, 
is among those who have written 
letters in support of Smith’s re¬ 
lease. Barton said he was im¬ 
pressed that while Smith was in 


custody in the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Jail, he came forward with in¬ 
formation that helped convict a 
man of killing a baby. Barton said 
he was impressed because Smith, 
while putting himself in danger 
for coming forward, asked for 
nothing in return for turning over 
that critical information. Smith 
told the B.A.R. that he felt com¬ 
pelled to come forward because 
he believed that the life of anoth¬ 
er child that the man had access to 
was in danger. 

Smith vividly recalls the day 
two years ago when Davis blocked 
his parole. It was on the last day of 
a 30-day deadline that Davis had 
to decide the case. Smith’s mother 
was told to prepare for her son’s 
arrival the following day. 

But at about 7:30 p.m., on the 
eve of his release, he was called 
into a prison office and given a fax 
to read. It was from the governor. 
Smith said his eyes immediately 
focused on the word in bold. The 
word was “reversed,” meaning that 
Davis was reversing the decision 
of the parole board. 

“My back got hot and I went 
blind momentarily, and instead I 


saw red,” said Smith explaining 
that he literally saw red. “I’m an 
artist, maybe it means some¬ 
thing.” 

Smith said he broke down and 
cried. 

“They gave me a chair,” he said. 
“I was in a state of shock.” 

In his message blocking 
Smith’s parole, Davis wrote: “Mr. 
Smith participated in committing 
a wanton and violent act against 
another human being for some¬ 
thing as inconsequential as an un¬ 
satisfactory drug deal. His actions 
during the commission of this 
crime, in addition to his history of 
drug abuse and criminal activity, 


indicate a person with little regard 
for human life. Mr. Smith mini¬ 
mizes his role in the crime, claim¬ 
ing to have been a mere bystander, 
but the court found he was a con¬ 
tributing participant in the 
crime.” 

Schwartz wrote, to the con¬ 
trary, the parole board found “the 
victim died of causes related to 
the acts of the prisoner, but was 
not directly assaulted by the pris¬ 
oner. Therefore, the governor’s as¬ 
sertion that the petitioner shot the 
victim is completely unsupported 
by the record in this case.” 

Davis wrote that the parole 
board, whose members he ap¬ 
points, as well as Smith’s trial 
judge, are wrong. 

“The Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s Department is opposed 
to parole for Mr. Smith,” the gov¬ 
ernor noted, “stating in several let¬ 
ters that their investigation re¬ 
vealed that Mr. Smith shot the vic¬ 
tim and that ‘based on the facts of 
this case,’ it is the opinion of this 
department that parole of inmate 
Smith is inappropriate and should 
be denied.” 

Smith’s attorney countered the 


governor in a legal brief: “The 
only possible source of informa¬ 
tion that Mr. Smith may have shot 
the victim comes from a self-serv¬ 
ing statement by the co-defen¬ 
dant, Kevin Leigh. Aside from Mr. 
Leigh’s self-serving statement, all 
circumstantial evidence demon¬ 
strates Leigh was responsible for 
drowning and shooting the vic¬ 
tim. Governor Davis completely 
ignored the findings of Honorable 
Robert Thomas [Smith’s original 
trial judge]. Judge Thomas con¬ 
cluded that it was Smith’s crime 
partner, Kevin Leigh, who shot 
and drowned the victim.” 

Davis once vowed to block the 
parole of all convicted killers. 
Since taking office he’s only ap¬ 
proved parole for two killers, both 
of whom were women who killed 
their abusive partners. 

After Schwartz ordered Smith 
paroled, Davis appealed the deci¬ 
sion to the California Supreme 
Court. Last week, the high court 
heard arguments over whether the 
governor’s virtual blanket policy 
against parole is unconstitutional. 
Although the hearing specifically 
looked at Rosenkrantz’s case, the 
panel’s decision is expected to be 
the final ruling on Smith’s case as 
well. The high court has 90 days to 
issue its decision. 

“Right now I’m scared,” said 
Smith. ▼ 


Scott Edwards 


Scott Edwards 
passed away on 
September 30,2002 
after going into full 
cardiac arrest at his 
home 12 days earli¬ 
er. Scott was a quiet 
man who was es¬ 
tranged from his 
family and kept his 
personal life very 
private. He had relocated to San Fran¬ 
cisco from New York City in 1983 and 
had worked for the past 13 years at the 
law firm of Thelen Reid 8c Priest as an 
office services coordinator. 

He was known, as much as he was 
known, to friends and work associates as 
a gentle soul who took great pride in his 
work and would always go the extra 
mile to see that things were done right. 
That, along with a caustic wit, are as¬ 
pects of Scott that will be remembered 
most readily. 

A memorial service for Scott was 
held on October 12,2002 at Unity 
Church in San Francisco.

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for the task. 

The 42-year-old Smith, who 
has an MBA from Stanford, grew 
the Denver center from one staff 
person to a budget of more than 
$1 million. He expanded pro¬ 
grams to include a community 
mental health clinic, lesbian can¬ 
cer support services, legal services, 
and a separate GLBT youth drop- 
in center facility. 

While in Denver, Smith also 
founded Denver’s Lesbian and 


Gay Film Festival and expanded 
Denver’s Pride celebration to 
more than 150,000 participants. 
These successes should help him 
as he also oversees the Breast Can¬ 
cer Emergency Fund, which AEF 
founded last year. 

As the first managing director 
of the Names Project Foundation, 
Smith oversaw the organization’s 
transformation from a small 
grassroots outfit to an interna¬ 
tional symbol of the AIDS pan¬ 
demic. While he managed the 
quilt’s first two displays in Wash¬ 
ington D.C., he also oversaw its 
20-city national tours. 


“The diagnosis has always been 
if something ain’t broke don’t fix 
it,” Smith said of his first week on 
the job. “AEF has a great reputa¬ 
tion, a great bunch of volunteers, 
and even some very good people 
who have been on staff here for 
awhile. I am looking at this as 
what are some new opportunities 
for fundraising. I want to be 
working with the city’s AIDS of¬ 
fice and grant-making founda¬ 
tions to raise the amount of 
money coming into the agency.”

equal protection of' the laws. 
Though the long-term legal sig¬ 
nificance of Romer remains to be 
seen, at the very least it halted 
similar statewide initiatives across 
the country. 

More telling is what happened 
in Colorado itself. Gays in every 
part of the state, stunned by what 
they saw as a personal rebuke 
from their fellow citizens, came 
out of the closet for the first time 
and got politically active. 

Gay activism was most intense 
in Colorado Springs, the home of 
anti-gay organizing in the state. A 
new gay-rights group, Ground 
Zero, began within a month. At 
the group’s first press conference 
several people walked in with bags 
over their heads, removed them, 


and declared publicly for the first 
time they were gay. 

An accountant placed a picture 
of her lover on her desk at work. 
A car salesman wore a gay pride 
ribbon on his lapel as he greeted 
customers. When his co-workers 
at a construction firm began 
telling anti-gay jokes, one previ¬ 
ously closeted employee an¬ 
nounced: “If you want to talk that 
trash you better say it to my face, 
because you are talking about me 
too.” 

The leader of the Amendment 2 
effort ran for mayor of Colorado 
Springs and lost to a moderate, who 
immediately announced a policy of 
“zero tolerance” for discrimination 
against city employees. The city 
even passed its own ordinance ban¬ 
ning discrimination against gays, an 
unthinkable event before the fight 
over Amendment 2. 

A local high school ran an arti¬ 


cle about the experience of gay 
students. When social conserva¬ 
tives demanded the school board 
ban such articles, the board re¬ 
fused. 

“In the long-run, we didn’t 
achieve our goal,” Kevin Tebedo, 
one of the drafters of Amendment 
2, recently told the Denver Post. 
“As a result of that, nationwide, it 
was a boon for the homosexual 
political lobby.” 

Colorado gay activists agree. As 
one told the Post, “We know now 
that we have allies and can defend 
ourselves. Amendment 2 created a 
gay community. It is the best thing 
that ever happened to us.” 

Another such defeat and we 
shall overcome. ▼

til hether you ask a bowler 
IJiyi or a softball player, ac- 
W W counts differ as to which 
sport first organized for the gay 
and lesbian community. If you ask 
someone who’s done both, it’s a 
minor league quibble. That some 
people had the temerity to do 
both over a quarter century ago is 
more important. 

Combining aspects of athleti¬ 
cism and social fun, bowling 
and softball have a rich 
tradition here, with teams 
going back to the 1960s. 

Some of the largest Bay 
Area groups headed for 
Sydney in two weeks in¬ 
clude 80 bowlers, three softball 
teams, and folks partici¬ 
pating in other sports 
and culture events. 

Doug Litwin first 
joined the gay league 
in 1985. He bowled at 
Gay Games II, III, and V, and in 
numerous tournaments around 
the world. He also coordinates the 
local gay racquetball league, which 
plays on Wednesday nights, and 
he’s lobbying hard to have this 
sport return to the Gay Games in 
Montreal in 2006. While modest 
about his achievements, he owned 
up to one honor. 

“I believe I was the first bowler 
in one of the gay leagues to ever 
bowl a 300 game,” (January 1986 
at the now-closed Japantown 
Bowl) he said. “Others have of 
course done it since then.” 

Other sports Litwin played 
growing up include baseball, ten¬ 
nis, racquetball, “and of course 
bowling.” Litwin is also one of the 
leaders of “Team Band,” the group 
of nearly 150 musicians and cheer¬ 
leaders who are traveling to Aus¬ 
tralia for two weeks of performing 
in both Melbourne’s Midsumma 
Festival and Sydney’s Gay Games 
Opening and Closing ceremonies, 
and other concert events at Syd¬ 
ney’s Opera House. 

“Two host bands in these cities 
will be helping us,” Litwin said. 
“The Melbourne Rainbow Band 
and the Sydney Homotones.” Lo¬ 
cally, Litwin plays in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band. 

Litwin’s bowling partners in¬ 
clude Jim Hahn of San Francisco, 
Nelson Luesse of Oakland, and 
Duane Flohra of Alameda. Their 
catchy name is “Strictly Ball 
Room,” just one of 20 cleverly- 
named teams whose equipment 
will hopefully pass airport securi¬ 
ty screenings. 

Despite the goal of being 
bowled over by Aussie hospitality, 
Litwin admitted to having lost the 
gold medal to an Australian team 
by five pins at Gay Games V in 
Amsterdam. “We will be seeking 
revenge,” he joked. 

Bay Area bowlers have a histo¬ 
ry of fundraising, and softball 
players often bowl for donations. 


The Golden Gate Invitational 
Bowling Tournament is held each 
February. 

The history of the Internation¬ 
al Gay Bowling Organization, or 
IGBO, has grown from its original 
six member cities in 1980, to over 
200 member leagues and tourna¬ 
ments worldwide. According to 
IGBO, it’s the largest internation¬ 
al gay and lesbian sports organiza¬ 
tion in existence today. 

IGBO began in 1980 by league 
bowlers in North America. The 
seed was sown in August 1980, 
when representa¬ 
tives from six cities 
(Houston, Los An¬ 
geles, Milwaukee, New York 
City, San Diego, and Toron¬ 
to) met in Los Angeles to 
participate in a bowling/soft¬ 
ball tournament hosted 
by the Inter-City Ath¬ 
letic Union of Los An¬ 
geles, proving once 
again that bowling 
and softball share 
similar roots.

Softball’s roots emerged from 
the benevolence of gay bars as 
sponsors, but has spread to play¬ 
ing fields across the continent. 

Created in 1977, the North 
American Gay Amateur Athletic 
Alliance is a nonprofit, interna¬ 
tional organization comprised of 
men and women dedicated to 
promoting amateur athletics for 
the gay community. NAG AAA 
was formed to encourage the par¬ 
ticipation of gay men and women 
in organized softball competi¬ 
tion. 

Currently, almost 50 gay soft- 
ball leagues in about 30 cities in 
the United States and Canada are 
members of NAGAAA. Teams 
representing these leagues partic¬ 
ipate in NAGAAA’s Gay Softball 
World Series, hosted each year by 
a different member city. 

This year, San Francisco teams 
that placed at the GSWS in Port¬ 
land include the first place 
Women’s Alternative Pilsner Pan¬ 
thers. Second place was won by 
the Open D Division SF Comets. 
Third place went to the Open C 
Division SF Renegades. The 2003 
GSWS will be in Washington, D.C. 

Players from the Cinch, the Ti¬ 
tans, and the Aftershock make up 
the Bay Area teams headed for 
Sydney. 

Marc Triplett of the S.F. After¬ 
shock said that despite the latest 
terrorist attack being close to Aus¬ 
tralia, he and his 14 teammates are 
determined to travel down under. 

Two other men’s teams are 
comprised of players from the 
Cinch Roughriders and the Ti¬ 
tans. A women’s team is still re¬ 
cruiting a few players.

This will be Triplett’s third 
time at Gay Games. He called New 
York in ’94 and Amsterdam, “Both 
spectacular in their own ways.” 

Triplett is part of softball’s his¬ 
tory as well. Fie and Jesse Ramirez 
started the Long Beach Softball 
Club in 1981. “I also came out 
around that time,” he said. “There 
were really no other gay sports 
going on at the time. Bowling did¬ 
n’t get started in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia until after softball.” 

Other local softball groups 
headed for Sydney include a rec 
league women’s team, two pools 
of men’s slo-pitch A-grade, (com¬ 
petitive), and slo-pitch B-grade 
(recreational), with 11 teams in 
that pool. Eight are American, 
with one Aussie, British, and 
Canadian team each. 

Yet despite the affable social 
nature of the game, when asked if 
he plans on playing hard, Triplett 
said, “We wouldn’t be traveling 
halfway around the world if we 
weren’t going to be competitive.” 

You can meet Sydney-bound 
players and several local team 
members at the Metro bar, 16th 
and Market, this Saturday, Octo¬ 
ber 19 from 3-8 p.m. All three 
softball teams going to Gay Games 
will be in attendance (and in uni¬ 
form!). Door prizes and “Going 
for the Gold” margarita drinks are 
just a few of the highlights. 

Sunday, October 20, at Reflec¬ 
tions (1160 Polk Street) from 3-8 
p.m., the Aftershock returns the 
favor, inviting all who have sup¬ 
ported them to come on out to 
their appreciation party.

million budget shortfall, reported 
the Observer. 

“The event is clearly at a diffi¬ 
cult point. We started the market¬ 
ing of the event at a time when we 
thought it was appropriate, at a 
time when we thought people 
were starting to pay attention. I 
think we are acting as responsibly 
as we could be asked to act, I think 
we are being extremely cautious 
and conservative. We know that 
we can cut budgets if we need to, 


even at a late stage if we need to,” 
Lange told the Observer. 

Bay Area resident Sara Waddell 
Lewinstein, whose late husband 
Tom Waddell helped found the 
Gay Games, told the B.A.R. that 
she is confident the Sydney orga¬ 
nizers will find a way to resolve 
their cash situation. She added 
that it is not unusual for Games 
officials to make last-minute pleas 
for people to buy tickets. 

“We have thousands of people 
coming to Australia who will buy 
tickets when they get there,” said 
Lewinstein, honorary life director 
of the federation. “The last month 


is always the hardest at any Gay 
Games. The finances always come 
into place when all the tickets are 
sold.” 

Organizers in Sydney are ex¬ 
pected to address the monetary 
and safety concerns as well as other 
questions surrounding the Games 
today (Thursday, October 17). 

“We are currently preparing a 
statement on the matters you have 
raised and should have that ready 
to distribute tomorrow afternoon 
our time,” Matt Jones, the Games’ 
media manager, told the B.A.R. in 
an e-mail sent on Wednesday, Oc¬ 
tober 16. ▼

Complicated painting 


Richter retrospective at SFMOMA 


by Sura Wood 


T he German painter Gerhard Richter 
has confounded his critics and frus¬ 
trated art historians. Neither a doc¬ 
trinaire postmodernist nor a pure con- 
ceptualist, this prolific, iconoclastic artist 
has eluded those who would define him. 
Some scholars and journalists, unable to 
pin him down, have accused him of im¬ 
pudence. Refusing to accede to the de¬ 
mands of the marketplace and impervi¬ 
ous to the Zeitgeist, Richter paints to 
please himself. Such a formula has 
proven successful for only a few, excep¬ 
tionally gifted artists. 

“Since the mid-’60s, he has been cel¬ 
ebrated and attacked, pretty much 
equally, for the extreme physical preci¬ 
sion, maddening opacity and daunting 
intellectual quality of his work, which 
switch-hits, sometimes almost as if arbi¬ 
trarily, between realism and abstraction,” 


wrote New York Times art critic Michael 
Kimmelman, one of the few journalists 
allowed into Richter’s inner sanctum. 
“The art is not grasped easily... but it is 
genuinely felt, emotionally complicated 
and skeptical. You might say Mr. Richter 
is a pessimist who is optimistic enough 
to paint anyway.” 

That skepticism as well as restraint 
that can register as cool detachment is 
reflected in Gerhard Richter: Forty Years 
of Painting, a major retrospective that 
opened this week at SFMOMA. The ex¬ 
hibition, which originated at the New 
York Museum of Modern Art and in¬ 
cludes more than 140 paintings, at¬ 
tempts to put the artist into an histori¬ 
cal context. 

Richter, 70, came of age in turbulent 
times. Born in the early 1930s in Ger¬ 
many, he grew up under the Nazis (his 
parents enrolled him in a Hitler Youth

Ik I oel Alumit has a dirty little 
secret. He is fascinated by 
1 H beauty pageants. He can 
rattle off the “final question” 
gaffes that have cost front-runners 
the crown. He also fantasizes 
about how he would answer the 
all-important final question. 

“Which historical figure would 
you most like to meet, and why?” 

“Eva Peron, so I could ask what 
she thought of the musical Evita .” 

It may not come as much of a 
surprise that Alumit is gay. He is 
also a native of the Philippines, a 
place where pageants are revered, 
and where Filipino winners of the 
Miss Universe contest get their 
own stamps. 

Of course, it’s easy to laugh at 
beauty pageants, and that is clear¬ 
ly the expected reaction as video 
scenes from the exalted Binining 
Philipinas Beauty Pageant are 
projected while the audience set¬ 
tles in for Alumit’s Master of the 
(Miss) Universe. 

But in his 60-minute solo 
show at New Conservatory The¬ 
atre Center, Alumit also lashes out 
at the position of privilege that al¬ 
lows an easy dismissal of these 
contests.

The LA-based Alumit, previ¬ 
ously seen at NCTC in The Rice 
Room, is a highly engaging per¬ 
former with a wry wit. He re¬ 
counts memorable pageant mo¬ 
ments with the passion of a sports 
announcer remembering the big 
game. And his use of video from 
actual contests is masterful. When 
he tells us how popular skin¬ 


whitening cream is in the Philip¬ 
pines, it sounds like a stock com¬ 
plaint, until we see a scene from 
an actual pageant in which the 
winner receives a year’s supply of 
Ponds skin-whitening cream. 

Sometimes, though, Alumit 
goes off-course, trying to pull tan¬ 
gential material into the beauty- 
pageant conceit, and further frag¬ 
menting what is already a choppy 


approach. Mostly, though, this is 
an entertaining hour spent with 
an amiable host who happens to 
have a peculiar passion. T

Tony’s 15 minutes 


'Some Like It Hot' fizzles

here are two shows being 
I performed under one name 
at the Golden Gate Theatre. 
That name is Some Like It Hot, and 
one of its identities is a respectable 
mounting of the musical version 
of the classic movie. The other is 
an excuse to give interested audi¬ 
ences a chance to see 77-year-old 
Tony Curtis in the flesh. 

By the clock, you don’t get to 
see a lot of him. Curtis, who 
starred with Jack Lemmon in the 
original movie, is onstage for only 
about 15 minutes in the role of a 
skirt-chasing millionaire. But it 
turns out to be quite enough. 

Back to the other show, which 
was known as Sugar when it 
opened on Broadway in 1972. For 
this revised revival, Peter Stone 
has tinkered with his book, while 
the mostly ho-hum Jule Styne- 
Bob Merrill score remains intact. 
There are some genuine pleasures 
to be had in director-choreogra¬ 
pher Dan Siretta’s production, but 
the decision to make it a star ve¬ 
hicle for Curtis saps resources 
from where they are most needed. 

When Curtis and Lemmon 
first appeared in their drag dis¬ 


guise in the movie, it was funny 
because audiences were already 
well aware of these actors’ screen 
personas. With unknowns in the 
part, it wouldn’t have had nearly 
the effect, but that’s what we get in 
the current musical production. 

Jerry and Joe, a couple of mu¬ 
sicians on the run from a Chicago 
mobster, are the starring roles. For 
the show to work, you need stars 
— or at least comic performers 
with a distinctive countenance 
and manner. But Timothy Gulan 
and Arthur Hanket, able journey¬ 
men actors, don’t have the flair to 
fully drive the central plot. 

Jodi Carmeli fares better as the 
band-singer Sugar, suggesting the 
Marilyn Monroe original while al¬ 
lowing her own personality to 
come through. But the real hit of 
the evening is William Ryall, who 
turns the head mobster into an 
ominous string bean whose mad 
tapping provides the machine- 
gun sound effects. 

And then there’s triple-threat 
Curtis: can’t sing, can’t dance, 
can’t act. Yet there is something 
queasily intriguing about watch¬ 
ing him try. He shuffles his feet fu¬ 
riously to suggest tap-dancing. He 
croaks out a couple of songs in a 
voice that seldom hits a note. And

occasional flashes of panic seem 
to cross his face when it’s his turn 
to speak. But mostly he smiles his 
way through the role, and it’s hard 
to begrudge him his late-career 
folly. ▼

San Francisco Opera's 'Otello' collapses

Wednesday night, “Arrrgggh!” 

Second blame goes to conduc¬ 
tor Donald Runnicles, who has 
got to do something about his 
opening-night rushes of adrena¬ 
line. I suspect that by the time the 
second-cast Otello appeared this 
Wednesday, Runnicles had toned 
it down. Fortunately, Verdi starts 
Otello with a storm. Here, Runni¬ 
cles was in his element, roaring 
and furious, waves splattering, 
wind whipping. That the me¬ 
chanically directed scene onstage 
was from the Victor Book of Opera 
didn’t matter since the conductor 
was painting such a dynamic pic¬ 
ture, and Ian Robertson’s chorus 
was yowling their heads off. This 
was thrilling stuff. 

Unfortunately, the storm lasts 
only a few minutes. Then “The 
Little King” arrives, stands on a 
box and shouts, “Esultate!” slight¬ 
ly under the pitch. When he hits a 
high note dead-on, the sound is 
huge and audience-pleasing. (Oh, 
to have heard him sing Calaf op¬ 
posite Jane Eaglen. The mind 
boggles.) But he does not hit the 
note dead-on often enough, espe¬ 
cially if it’s loud or high. Most of 
the time he is slightly out of tune 
and breath, lunging for notes or 
struggling to phrase, being ridicu¬ 
lously melodramatic as in “Dio! 
mi potevi” or “Niun mi tema.” 

Racing form 

Desdemona was sung by Patri¬ 
cia Racette, a fine artist who 
proves that the racing axiom, 
“Horses for courses,” applies to 
opera as well. As solid a musician 
as Racette is, her cool, aristocratic 
tone is not suited to Verdi. Her 
Desdemona is a lovely, put-upon 
victim who occasionally tries to 
assert herself, but the indignant 
innocence of “parola orrenda” 
(when Otello calls her a whore; 
one of my favorite moments in 
this wonderful score) is simply 
beyond this singer. Her “Willow 
Song” and particularly the “Ave 
Maria” were beautifully vocalized, 
but her voice does not have that 
noble Italianate throb I associate 
with superior Desdemonas such 
as Tebaldi or Lorengar. 

At least Racette sings decent 
Italian. Sergei Leiferkus, the Russ¬ 
ian baritone on whom I must 
admit I have a major crush, pro¬ 
nounces some language that is 
from outer space. His harsh, for¬ 
ward technique, so exciting in 
Lieder (he sang the scariest “Erl- 
konig” I’ve ever heard live) and in 
Slavic music, is all wrong for Ital¬ 
ian or French opera. Blame cast¬ 
ing directors. If the Met and SFO 


wouldn’t miscast Leiferkus, he’d 
have an incredible reputation as a 
perfect artist. Still, funny sound 
and all, at least you can’t take your 
eyes off him; his lago was a nasty 
piece of work. After listening to 
the brutal exchange with his wife 
Emilia (blowzy Catherine Cook), 
I wouldn’t have wanted to be mar¬ 
ried to the guy. 

We don’t know how much of 
this Otello can be blamed on 
Rosenberg, but she should get 
some static for the program notes. 
We’re told in a fashionable psy¬ 
chological deconstruction, for in¬ 
stance, that Otello and Desde- 
mona’s duet really isn’t about 
love. It’s a misunderstanding of 
motives. 

Well, duh. I thought even des¬ 
iccated deconstructionists knew 
that all romantic relationships are 
about misunderstanding of mo¬ 
tives. This is no great insight, and 
it definitely short-changes Verdi, 
that chastest of composers, whose 
intense, discreetly sensual love 
duets are about love. Desdemona 
and Otello may misunderstand 
their psychological connection, 
but not its physical component. 
When your conductor is impa¬ 
tient with overt sensuality, your 
soprano is Katherine Hepburn 
cool, and your tenor is basically a 
loud-voiced flibbertigibbet, of 
course the love duet isn’t going to 
sound sexy. 

It didn’t, and I felt distinctly 
ripped off, just as I had in the last 
Runnicles-conducted Un ballo in 
maschera, in which that nearly 
Wagnerian love duet sounded as 
proper as the Vicar’s tea party. 
Otello’s “Venere splende” may be 
one of the harder lines in opera to 
sing, but when it is sung well, it is 
much more important than 
“Esultate!,” which the program in¬ 
forms us is paramount to under¬ 
standing Otello vocally. 

As of our deadline this weekend, 
Otello had collapsed into an opera 
director’s nightmare. How will 
Rosenberg escape the dilemma of 
West withdrawing (at least tem¬ 
porarily) because of “illness” (yeah, 
the reviews made him sick) and 
being replaced Saturday night by 
Richard Decker; then Timothy 
Mussard (another Rosenberg 
Siegfried), scheduled to sing the 
Moor on Wednesday, also with¬ 
drawing? The rumored replace¬ 
ments run from the unsuitable 
(Fernando de la Mora) to the un¬ 
available (Jose Cura; and wouldn’t 
you kill to hear that?) Stay tuned. ▼

If ’m not sure how wise it is to 

draw a conclusion after one 
11 failed opera presentation, but 
with the San Francisco Opera’s 
Otello, premiered last Wednesday 
in a production borrowed from 
Washington Opera, the tempta¬ 
tions are so great that I will rush 
in where others fear to tread. 

For instance, several reviews 
mentioned sadly that Ben Hepp- 
ner was originally scheduled to 
sing Otello. What nobody seems 
to have noticed is that Heppner 
was Lotfi Mansouri’s choice, and 
that new director Pamela Rosen¬ 
berg was not enthusiastic. When I 
asked her about Heppner a year 
ago, she refused to answer, but 
made a face. I could hardly dis¬ 
agree, since the only time I heard 
him sing Otello, on a broadcast, 
he cracked several times. Well, 
shortly thereafter, Heppner can¬ 
celed and, as near as we can tell, 
has eliminated the role from his 
repertory. 

So one to Rosenberg, who was 
aware of Ben’s vocal trouble be¬ 
fore anybody else, it seems. But 
then we discover that Heppner’s 
replacement, the thoroughly in¬ 
adequate Jon Fredric West (re¬ 
ferred to by rudesbies in the bal¬ 
cony as “The Little King”) has 
sung Siegfried for Rosenberg in 
Stuttgart. In the immortal words 
of William Shakespeare, whose 
glorious play was traduced

% f our reporter thought long 
and hard. Should he meet 

8 cellist Joan Jeanrenaud at a 
noisy bistro, with harried waiters, 
and patrons on the Net, and on 
their cells? Or should he invite her 
to his place, and turn the phone 
off so they could talk uninterrupt¬ 
ed? We opted for the latter. It helps 
that your reporter has known 
Jeanrenaud since 1984, and has 
written about her work with the 
internationally acclaimed Kronos 
Quartet many times. So we’re not 
talking invasion of privacy here. 

Jeanrenaud arrived promptly, 
and looked perfectly elegant in a 
light, white sleeveless top and 
slacks. Our first question was ob¬ 
vious. What has life been like 
since her departure from the Kro¬ 
nos Quartet in 1999? 

“Great, in a word,” she laughs. 
“I’ve been discovering things 
about music that I never really re¬ 
alized I would discover. I never 
thought, for example, that I would 
compose music, and I’m really en¬ 
joying it, and it seems not that dif¬ 
ficult. That’s part of the reason 
why I like my life now, I’m learn¬ 
ing all the time. 

“Improvising, for example, is 
something I always wanted to do, 
but that doesn’t surprise me be¬ 
cause I studied improvisation 
with [jazz] composer David Baker 
at Indiana University, and I also 
took some lessons here in San 
Francisco from [the late compos¬ 
er/saxophonist] Joe Henderson. 
When I left Kronos, I was study¬ 
ing with Hal Stein, a Bay Area sax 
player. So improvisation was 
something I always wanted to do 
with Kronos, but I never had the 
time. Kronos is great, but being 
away from the quartet, I had the 
freedom to explore these things.” 

Jeanrenaud’s new solo CD, 
Metamorphosis (New Albion), 
shows the directions she’s taken 
since leaving Kronos. Though 
she’s a musician elaborately 
trained in the classical tradition 
(the revered French cellist Pierre 
Fournier was one of her teachers), 
she’s played all the modernist clas¬ 
sics which extended that tradition 
with the quartet, and she’s clearly 
pushed the envelope even further 
here. The six pieces on Metamor¬ 
phosis are also all part of Jeanre¬ 
naud’s evening-length work of the 
same name, which she views as a 
kind of performance piece, one 
that clearly draws on some of the 
highly theatrical presentations 
she’s developed with Kronos. 

Heavy into looping 

She also notes other inspira¬ 
tions. “Larry Ochs of the Rova 
Saxophone Quartet invited me to 
do something on the series Music 
on the Mountain (Tamalpias),so I

did a structured improv, and be¬ 
cause of that, the whole improvi¬ 
sation interest led to composing, 
and every composer has told me 
that’s what happens. Since then, 
I’ve explored electronic and got 
into looping.” 

Her “Altar Piece” (2000-01), 
featured on her album, exploits all 
of these musical resources. Com¬ 
posed after she saw a SomArts 
show of altars people made for 
loved ones they’d lost, it begins 
with high harmonics which sug¬ 
gest the Irish folk music that Kro¬ 
nos founder David Harrington’s 
son, Adam, was into before his 
untimely death on Mt. Diablo. 
Jeanrenaud’s electronic process¬ 
ing makes her piece seem epic, 
larger than life, and she plays a 
lyric keening solo over its indus¬ 
trial-strength sound. As the cellist 
remarks, “I even listen differently 
now, and I know it’s from impro¬ 
vising. There’s this whole new 
awareness of sound.” 

All of the other pieces here 
show her fascination with layering 
sounds, and her wide range of 
musical experiences shines 
through. A work like Escaly 
(Water Wheel) (1967/2000) by the 
Nubian composer and Bay Area 
resident Hamza El Din, for exam¬ 
ple, is in some ways like a jazz 
chart which needs to be re-imag¬ 
ined by the performer each time 
it’s played, even though she says, 
“It’s also very structured. You have 
a certain rhythmic pattern you 
have to do, and Hamza has a mil¬ 


lion versions of it.” And the con¬ 
nections between the pieces? “I’m 
interested in using the cello, but in 
creating a lot of different sounds 
with the cello, and because there’s 
so much looping and layering, it’s 
sort of cello plus.” 

Her CD is also the record of 
her very personal journey. “I knew 
I wanted to learn more after Kro¬ 
nos, and I had some need to ex¬ 
plore, so I knew that, but I wasn’t 
sure how it was gonna manifest it¬ 
self in my work.” 

You might even say that the 
cellist’s personal situation was a 
bit like that of the commercial 
traveler Gregor Samsa in Kafka’s 
story “The Metamorphosis” — it’s 
the title of Philip Glass’ contribu¬ 
tion here — who one day wakes 
up to find himself transformed 
into a gigantic insect. His percep¬ 
tion of who he is and the world 
around him perforce changes, and 
he gets enlightened in the process, 
too: “He thought of his family 
with tenderness and love.” This 
may not be the pretty transforma¬ 
tion of a chrysalis into a butterfly, 
but it’s a workaday transforma¬ 
tion, and a deeply musical one, for 
Jeanrenaud, who always puts her¬ 
self into new, and sometimes very 
dangerous territory. T

program for young children) and 
later lived in Communist East 
Germany before crossing over to 
the West. It is not surprising, then, 
that he developed a healthy dis¬ 
dain for ideologies of any kind, a 
distrust of the media, a suspicion 
of received truth, and a distilled 
sense of the absurd. 

Although abstraction compris¬ 
es almost 80% of Richter’s work, 
the paintings that are most in¬ 
triguing — and for which he is 
best known — are those that are 
based on photography. And it is in 
these works that one can discern 


Richter’s commentary on the act 
of making art, and his conversa¬ 
tion with the world that shaped 
him. 

Image capture 

The technique he employs in¬ 
volves projecting a photo on a 
canvas, tracing it and then paint¬ 
ing over it, often blurring and re¬ 
focusing the image; changing its 
emphasis to suit his own purpos¬ 
es, as in a famous shot of Jackie O 
(“Woman with Umbrella”), and 
altering its surface reality. A pho¬ 
tograph, after all, is subjective, 
once-removed from the actual 
event or person it captures.

out the new downtown LA cathe¬ 
dral, of Our Lady of the Angels. 
It’s a few long blocks from the 
museum, and we actually walk, 
right past Frank Gehry’s wavy 
Disney Concert Hall, which is 
currently being clad in shiny 
metal. Spanish architect Rafael 
Moneo’s Cathedral, on the other 
hand, is a warmly-tinted concrete, 
right-angleless building that has a 
sun-baked Southwestern feel. 
There’s a vast, flat courtyard, with 
a cafe and gift shop on one side, 
and the crowd of worshippers and 
architecture fans who mill about 
seem like a Southern California 
version of a Struth picture. 

Inside, the building has an un¬ 
usual flow.

The stained-glass window idea 
has been wonderfully reinterpret¬ 
ed with seemingly golden-veined 
alabaster. It functions as a gentle 
but impressive filter of light. 
There’s a lower floor that houses 
a brand-new crypt, which has the 
feel of a Beverly Hills mall, mar¬ 
ble floors and archways to multi¬ 
ple-niche areas the scale of tony 
jewelry stores. Creepy.

More than just death-rockers are hip 


nation, The Standard. This multi¬ 
story, budget-glam hotel remodel 
of a midcentury building makes us 
all feel comfortably fabulous. The 
spacious lobby has well-placed, big 
modular couches and cool art on 
the walls. On the way to checking 
out their infamous rooftop pool 
bar, we wait for the elevator across 
from a screening of art videos. In 
the program, mounted on the wall, 
I notice bicoasting SF artist Aaron 
Plant, who’s in Bay Area Now 3, is 
included in the mix. Although the 
elevator takes forever to arrive, 
we’re not there long enough to see 
his tape. 

The roof scene, even during 
the day, drips with ’60s-inflected 
hipness. The view has a rock- 
video urbanity. Positioned around 
the pool are modular waterbed 
cabanas, white plastic cagelike 
structures that resemble mini¬ 
versions of that space-age bar at 
LAX. Sexy! There’s an outdoor 
bar, too, and though it’s only 
Noon, a good number of people 
are starting their drinking day.

to the Hollywood Forever Cemetery, saved by a gay entrepreneur. 


The restaurant, on the ground 
floor, knowingly employs the 
sunny designer-yellow tones of a 
’70s quiche shack. We eat on the 
patio, wearing sunglasses. It feels 
wonderful out there, but my 
chicken sandwich is rather bland. 
My friends tell me about their art 
trip to Documenta. Another Euro 
thing. They were disappointed. 

We parted ways, and I headed 
down Santa Monica Boulevard to 
the Hollywood Forever Cemetery, 
a place that’s garnering a surpris¬ 
ingly hip reputation beyond the 
death-rock contingent. I have an 
appointment with the publicist, 
whose alterna-life involves being 
the former SF lounge singer Joey 
Cheezee. He tours me around the 
surprisingly idyllic grounds in a 
golf cart, telling me that it’s “the 
happiest cemetery on earth.” I be¬ 
lieve him. The place has a bustling 
energy, with dashingly handsome 
funeral directors and video edi¬ 
tors — the marketing trope here 
is digital “Life Stories” that cap¬ 
ture the essence of loved ones, 


saved for eternity on the Web — 
busy at their various activities. 
The grounds, which boast 
Valentino’s remains and abut the 
Paramount Studios, were in bank¬ 
ruptcy and disrepair until young, 
gay entrepreneur Tyler Cassity 
turned things around with Six 
Feet Under flair. Joey shows me a 
chapel and the ashes of punk-rock 
legend Tomata Du Plenty, an urn 
complemented by rock show 
handbills and snapshots.

Michael Moore on Columbine and the NRA

- I wo sounds linger following 
my all-too-brief visit with 
filmmaker Michael Moore: 
the roar of the Blue Angels fight¬ 
er jets crossing Nob Hill, above 
the threshold of pain but below 
Mach 1, and the sound of my host 
banging out the opening chords 
of Bill Withers’ 72 R&B hit “Lean 
On Me,” on a piano thoughtfully 
provided in his penthouse suite at 
the Ritz-Carlton. 

Fleet Week in San Francisco 
seems an oddly apt time to talk 
with the creator of Bowling For 
Columbine, a soup-to-nuts docu¬ 
mentary on America’s love affair 
with firearms that begins with 
Moore quizzing employees of a 
Midwestern bank that offers a free 
shotgun for new accounts, and 
ends with Moore berating Charl¬ 
ton Heston for his visit to Little¬ 
ton, Colorado, as president of the 
National Rifle Association (NRA), 
on the heels of the shooting ram¬ 
page by Eric Harris and Dylan 
Klebold that left 15 persons dead 
at Columbine High School. 

Few filmmakers possess 
Moore’s talents for engaging, 
amusing and exasperating viewers 
with an endless assault on the 
senses. Anathema to the right, 
Moore also annoys some on the 
left, perhaps because he is one of 
the few lefties who has an ability 
to surprise. Who else could pre¬ 
sent himself in at times disturbing 
chats with Heston, rock star Mar¬ 
ilyn Manson, and James Nichols, 
brother of convicted Oklahoma 
City bomber Terry Nichols? 
Nichols shows a bemused Moore 
the loaded pistol he keeps under 
his pillow. Moore cries out, “Don’t 
do that,” as a clearly disturbed 
Nichols points the gun at his own 
head to prove what steps he’d take

the identity of the person in the 
picture. 

The effect is eerie and power¬ 
ful, as in October 18, 1977, the 
controversial series of 15 paint¬ 
ings of Baader-Meinhof, the rad¬ 
ical terrorist group active in the 
’60s. In the mid-’70s, several 
members being held in a German 
prison were found dead in their 
cells under suspicious circum¬ 
stances. The images, taken from 
forensic photographs and maga¬ 
zines and painted over in 
smudged blacks and grays, have a 
ghostly calm and the grainy unre¬ 
ality of black-and-white archival 
snapshots. The paintings, which 
antagonized those on both the 
political right and left when they 
were exhibited in Germany, are 
simultaneously distancing and 
disquieting. Richter achieves a 
similar, chilling effect with his 
treatment of the yearbook photos 
of the eight young nurses who 
were victims of serial killer 
Richard Speck. 

Less engaging are the abstrac¬ 
tions, which, for the most part, 
emanate remoteness. Even for his 
own self-portrait, Richter averts 
his eyes. Some of the smaller ab¬ 
stractions are vibrant, kaleido¬ 
scopic bursts of color, for example 
Richter 858, a suite of eight paint¬ 
ings produced after the artist suf¬ 
fered a stroke in 1998, and “Wall” 
(1994). The Rhombus series, six 


to defend his farm. 

“I was an NRA member as a 
kid,” says Moore in SF. “We had 
some kind of junior membership 
when I was in Scouts. I won the 
NRA’s marksmanship award in 
our area, but I wasn’t a member as 
an adult, I don’t really believe in 
the organization. After Columbine 
I wanted to do something, so I de¬ 
cided, ‘You know what, I’m going 
to run against Charlton Heston 
for the presidency of the NRA.’ 
You had to be a life member, so I 
joined as a life member, paid the 
dues, but then I thought, ‘That’s 
going to take too much work, so 
I’ll just make a movie instead.’” 

One of the most chilling mo¬ 
ments in Bowling comes when 
Moore runs a section of videotape 
captured off the school surveil¬ 
lance cameras. “We got the tape 
because we asked for it. The pur¬ 
pose of showing it was mainly 
that I wanted to show just how 
normal it was. There was nothing 
strange about Columbine, just a 
normal, average high school cafe¬ 
teria. To me, that’s more frighten¬ 
ing than some stereotype of a 
horrible situation, or an inner- 
city school. I don’t show anybody 
actually being shot. We do see the 
incredible panic that takes place 
among the students who are 
there. You see just how casually 
the two shooters walk around 
with their assault weapons 
through the cafeteria.” 

Choke point 

An unexpectedly moving mo¬ 
ment comes when Moore is talk¬ 
ing with a middle-aged Littleton 
man in the home security busi¬ 
ness. “He’s telling me all these 
things he does to make people’s 
homes safer, and then I mention 
Columbine, and just the word 
causes him to choke up and start 
to cry. It’s kind of a turning point 


brilliant orange, geometric can¬ 
vases commissioned for a church 
designed by Italian architect 
Renzo Piano, dazzles the eye; the 
subtle gradation of colors creates 
an illusion that the shape of the 
canvas is shifting and changing. 
The Church, seeking literal reli¬ 
gious imagery, ultimately rejected 
the works. 

Though overall there is a no¬ 
table absence of sensuality in 
Richter’s work, one finds warmth 
in the portraits of his wives, cur¬ 
rent and former, and his children. 
In paintings such as “Reader,” 
reminiscent of both Fragonard 
and Vermeer, and “Betty” (1977, 
’88), which are stunning in their 
beauty, technical mastery and 
photorealistic quality, Richter 
bathes his subjects in an intimate 
golden light that suggests a cozy 
domesticity. 

Richter, who has been called 
“the most radical artist of his gen¬ 
eration,” is one of a disappearing, 
nearly extinct breed — a true in¬ 
tellectual; complicated, provoca¬ 
tive and analytical, but neither 
dogmatic nor simplistic in his 
thinking or his painting. 

Overwhelming in its size and 
variety, the show, which takes up 
an entire floor of the gallery and 
then some, is almost as complex 
and difficult to describe as the 
man who created it. ▼

in the film, because up to that 
point the film is pretty funny, and 
suddenly the film isn’t as funny 
anymore.” 

In Roger and Me, Moore’s plot 
concerned his inability to ever pin 
down General Motors Chairman 
Roger Smith for some on-camera 
face time. In Bowling for 
Columbine, Charlton Heston plays 
Roger, and this time, the big guy 
not only talks to Moore, but their 
meeting at the Oscar-winning 
actor’s gated home provides a 
memorable if controversial climax. 

Moore says it didn’t surprise 
him that the NRA chief would de¬ 
fend his pro-gun position, memo¬ 
rably captured in his “from these 
cold dead hands” soundbite. “I 
was surprised at how, during the 
interview, [Heston] thought I was 
there to have a gun control de¬ 
bate, so he was just reading from 
his script, repeating the same 
lines. ‘The Second Amendment 
gives me the right.’ I was there to 
talk about something else. Then, 
out of the blue, he states that the 
problem with America is our 
‘mixed ethnicity.’ He interjected 
race into this. I’ve been dealing 
with race throughout the movie, 
so it was kind of a perfect punc¬ 
tuation point.” 

Already, the reviews for Bowling . 
for Columbine are featuring the 
uneasy mix of praise and ambiva¬ 
lence that marked many liberal 
critics’ reaction to Roger and Me. I 
ask Moore, dressed for the press 
like his onscreen image — the

pesky, avuncular, upscale farmer 
— whether his tendency to play 
hardball disturbs some on the left, 
torn between their liking for his 
views and vague unease about how 
he expresses them. “I read these re¬ 
views of the movie from liberals, 
who say, ‘But I just feel so sorry for 
Charlton Heston the way he goes 
after him!’What do you mean, you 
feel sorry for him? That’s why the 
right always wins. Nobody on our 


side has the gumption to stand up 
to any of this stuff. When are we 
going to get the courage of our 
convictions? The other side, they’re 
up at dawn trying to figure out 
how to screw everybody. We never 
see dawn, unless we stay up ’til 
dawn.” T

lil aving recently returned 
from an extended Eastern 
1 I European sojourn where 
they lived in rustic villages, 
coached with members of Bulgar¬ 
ia’s famed women’s chorus Le 
Mystere des Voix Bulgares, and 
performed with them in concert, 
the eight American women of the 
Bay Area-based Kitka vocal en¬ 
semble are as close as you’ll get to 
authentic Eastern European vocal 
styles this side of the Atlantic. 



Bulgarian music is unique. As 
displayed on the recordings of Le 
Mystere des Voix Bulgares, who 
created a sensation when their 
Nonesuch discs became best¬ 
sellers in the late ’80s, as well as on 
Kitka’s three CDs, vocal produc¬ 
tion is forward, strong and nasal, 
with minimal vibrato. The 
melodies’ unusual harmonies, 
rooted in village cultures ancient 
and earthy, include striking juxta¬ 
positions and rhythmic sophisti¬ 
cation. On spirited selections, oc¬ 
casional high-flying yips and yelps 
spring organically from a seem¬ 
ingly uncontainable exuberance; 
these upbeat numbers stand in 
marked contrast with slower, lyri¬ 
cal pieces whose beauty tran¬ 
scends the passing of centuries. 

Though their membership has 
changed over the years, Kitka con¬ 


tinues to display flawless intona¬ 
tion, rhythmic precision, and con¬ 
sistent beauty of tone. Lower voic¬ 
es have a special warmth and 
roundness that balances the so¬ 
prano line. Their forte singing 
may have less of a cutting edge 
than the larger Voix Bulgares, but 
their soft singing has an enviable, 
caressing beauty that lingers. 

Flattered by the excellent 
acoustic of George Lucas’ Sky- 
walker Sound, Kitka offers 19 tra¬ 
ditional selections from Bulgaria, 
Albania, Russia, the Ukraine, Ro¬ 
mania, Hungary, Croatia, Georgia, 
and Bosnia. The disc begins with 
a spirited arrangement of the Bul¬ 
garian “Subrali Sa Se Subrali,” in 
which young women dozing after 
spinning awake to discover items 
of clothing missing from their 
bodies. Songs of family, love, wed¬ 
ding, harvest and sorrow follow; 
some feature the entire ensemble, 
while others are solos, duets, or 
trios. Twelve selections are sung a 
cappella, with others variously fea¬ 
turing Shira Kammen on rebec 
and vielle; Peter Maund on per¬ 
cussion, zarb, tambourine, and 


dumbek; and women’s music pi¬ 
oneer Linda Tillery on cajon and 
djembe. Cheryl Ann Fulton’s lever 
harp adds lovely warmth to “Can- 
tec de Leagane,” a heart-touching 
selection from Romania. 

For this listener, Kitka’s soft- 
grained, lyrical singing holds the 
deepest appeal. The Georgian 
“Shen Khar Venakhi” is gorgeous, 
its 12th-century lyrics and har¬ 
monies evoking a fragrant vineyard 
in first bloom. The innocent purity 
of the Russian “Kak Po Morju,” at 
odds with its menacing lyric, and 
the emptiness of the Bulgarian war 
lament “Dor Tri Mi Pushki Puk- 
naa” are other standouts. With the 
spirited yelps and superb percus¬ 
sion of the concluding “Po Polju,” 
this is a disc to treasure. 

Kitka accompanies and per¬ 
forms solo at the Oakland Ballet 
on Nov. 8-10. Kitka’s Wintersongs 
holiday concert graces Healds- 
burg Community Church on Dec. 
1, SF’s St. Gregory’s Church on 
Dec. 6, Lake Merritt Church on 
Dec. 13, and San Anselmo’s Cen- 
terStage on Dec. 14. Call (510)

Cinema as metaphor 

Krzysztof Kieslowski's last word in film

ilmed in Turin and the Tus¬ 
can countryside, Heaven tells 
the strange story of star- 
crossed lovers seeking escape 
from a world of diminishing op¬ 
tions. Cate Blanchett portrays 
Philippa, an English widow living 
in Naples who attempts to address 
the collusion between the Italian 
police and local drug dealers. Her 
modus operandi is to place a 
bomb in the office of the local 
drug kingpin. Unfortunately, the 
bomb goes off in an elevator, 
killing four innocent people. 
When Philippa is arrested, a 
young Italian policeman (Gio¬ 
vanni Ribisi) falls in love with her 
and engineers her escape. 

Director Tom Tykwer illumi¬ 
nates the fateful journey of this 
couple, employing an entirely dif¬ 
ferent directorial approach from 
the one he used for Run Lola Run. 
Heaven carries all the stylistic hall¬ 
marks of the late, great Polish di¬ 
rector Krzysztof Kieslowski {Blue, 
White, Red), who penned this 
screenplay with his writing part¬ 
ner Krzysztof Piesiewicz. In an el¬ 
egant and selfless manner, Tykwer 
creates a Krzysztof Kieslowski 
film, and the result is a beautiful 
and faithful homage to its author. 

Cate Blanchett erases the 
memory of the disastrous Char¬ 
lotte Grey with her sensitive and 
restrained portrayal of Philippa, a 
woman in a constant state of des¬ 


peration. And the adorable Gio¬ 
vanni Ribisi, decked out in his 
Italian policeman’s uniform, looks 
and acts like a misplaced angel, 
sent to offer deliverance to Philip¬ 
pa. Cinematographer Frank 
Griebe’s camera chases the actors 
across the Tuscan hills and 
through city streets with an eye 
for the spartan, isolated nature of 
the human condition. The visual 
setting is stunning, but the char¬ 
acters move through a journey 
where all human connections are 
marred by an omnipresent sense 
of separation, loss, and danger. 

Director Tykwer respectfully 
adopts the languorous pace of 


Krzysztof Kieslowski films for his 
rendering of Heaven. In English 
and Italian, the film unfolds like a 
poem, a meditation on moral am¬ 
biguity and the tenuous nature of 
life. Like all Kieslowski films, 
Heaven raises many questions and 
provides few answers. At the end, 
as a helicopter ascends into the in¬ 
finite blue sky, many plot points 
remain unresolved. In place of an¬ 
swers, the filmmaker offers a sim¬ 
ple illustration of the great 
human yearning for deliverance 
from this mortal veil of tears. ▼

H ell House doesn’t have a 
Jason or a Hannibal, but it’s 
just as scary. Director 
George Ratliff, who proved he has 
a yen for American eccentrics 
with his superb Plutonium Circus, 
now takes his cameras to Dallas, 
Texas, where the Trinity Assembly 
is staging Hell House X: The Walk¬ 
ing Dead. Imagine a tacky stage- 
show directed by George Romero, 
and you’re halfway there. 

The brainchild here is a Reli¬ 
gious Right funhouse designed 
for converting teenagers into 
Christ-followers. The proven 
method is having kids walk 
through an exhibit where gangly 
teen actors portray a young girl 
massively bleeding from an abor¬ 
tion, a gay youth dying from 
AIDS, a girl getting drugged and 
raped at a rave, and so forth. In 
the penultimate scene, the major¬ 


ity of these sinners are denied 
entry to Heaven. Yes, God has the 
last laugh. 

The true finale occurs when 
you’ve passed through all the live 
exhibits and are then preached at 
and ushered into a praying area, 
where you’re further brainwashed. 
You watch the innocent faces of 
these kids being bantered at, and 
you know that within a decade, 
they’ll be first-class haters for God. 

What’s to Ratliff’s credit is that 
he really doesn’t ridicule these 
folks. In fact, you wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if the Trinity Assembly uses 
Hell House as a promotional tool, 
it’s that objective. Ratliff’s cam¬ 
eras were just turned on, and the 
astoundingly banal yet dismaying 
carryings-on were captured with¬ 
out additional editorializing 
spliced on. None is needed. ▼

Counting 'The Seven Sins of Memoir /

T hey say the memory is the 
second thing to go.” 
“What’s the first?” 

“I forget.” 

I doubt there is any human 
faculty that provides more plea¬ 
sure or more frustration than 
memory. When memory works, 
it allows us to return to happier 
moments and experience them 
again, to recall great friends, the 
perfect chocolate, the most extra¬ 
ordinary performances. But 
when it doesn’t work as we might 
wish, we are faced with the 
missed appointment, a face for 
whom the name is entirely ab¬ 
sent, and that song that won’t go 
away. In his extraordinary book, 
The Seven Sins of Memory: How 
the Mind Forgets and Remembers 
(Houghton Mifflin, $14), 
Daniel L. Schacter ex¬ 
plains the way 
memory works, 
and reasons why it 
sometimes doesn’t. 

Although this is 
not a self-help 
book, he does 
offer some useful 
tips for overcoming what he calls 
the seven sins of memory. 

Schacter is the Chair of Har¬ 
vard’s Department of Psycholo¬ 
gy, and is up on the latest discov¬ 
eries of the physiology of the 
brain, and the ways in which our 
brains process events to create 
memories, but his writing is en¬ 
tirely readable and absent the jar¬ 
gon that so often gets "in the way 
of making things clear. I especial¬ 
ly liked his willingness to admit 
to his personal memory failings, 
and his sense of humor about 
those shortcomings. 

“Transience,” Schacter ex¬ 
plains, “refers to the weakening 
or loss of memory over time.” 
Absent-mindedness occurs when 
we fail because of distraction or 
inattention to make a memory in 
the first place. 

Blocking is the memory sin 
that seems to me the most frus¬ 
trating. Blocking is that horrible 
sinking feeling we experience 
when we see someone and can 
remember what she likes for 
lunch, her birthdate and the 
number of her children, but not 
her name. Schacter explains why

we block on names, thereby pro¬ 
viding a good scientific reason 
(so much better than an excuse) 
to proffer when the name 
is nowhere to be 
found, not even 
on the tip of the 
tongue. 

These three sins 
are sins of omission; 
the last four, 
misattribution, 
suggestibility, 
bias and persis¬ 
tence, are all sins of commission. 
We remember some things 
wrongly; other times we vividly 
remember events that never oc¬ 
curred. We allow personal feel¬ 
ings to color our memories, and 
we remember horrible events 
that we would just as soon forget. 
Schacter illuminates the ways 
and means of memory with style 
and grace. He repeats things just 
often enough for retention, a 
grace note that I appreciated. Fi¬ 
nally, having explored the sins of 
memory, he suggests that those 
very sins may in fact be memo¬ 
ry’s great strength. He explores 
the ways that the ability to forget, 
to perform on auto-pilot, to gen¬ 
eralize, to face our worst recol¬ 
lections, are all means by which 
memory serves us well. The Seven 
Sins of Memory is a fascinating 
read, well worth your time and 
treasure. 

Cry freedom 

When the Supreme Court 
awarded the Presidency to the 
Shrub, I thought, “How bad can 
it be?” When John Ashcroft was 
named Attorney General, I 
thought, “Oh, that bad.” Then 
came 9/11, and the Shrub and his 
pal took that dreadful day as li¬ 
cense to assault the Constitution.

Lilianne Montevecchi joins ZinZanni

C 
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ilianne Montevecchi’s long 
career is so varied that it isn’t 
1 surprising to find her now 
performing in a tent. But it’s not 
just any tent where the Folks Berg- 
ere veteran and Tony winner will 
be making her professional home 
for the next three months. In¬ 
stead, it’s the bijou-like spiegeltent 
that Teatro ZinZanni pitched on 
Pier 29 to house its propulsive 
variation on dinner theater. 

Beginning next week, Mon¬ 
tevecchi takes over the role of the 
singing host of a show that com¬ 
bines circus acts, cabaret turns, 
audience participation, and a five- 
course dinner served with some¬ 
times alarming velocity. 

“It’s madness,” Montevecchi 
said of the show. “But it will be a 
lot of fun for me because I get to 
do what I want to do. I love to 
have contact with the people. And 
I’ll get to sing some of my songs. 
I’ll probably start with ‘Je cherche 
un millionaire,’ because 
it’s my trademark, and I 
will sing some Piaf and 
Mistinguett songs, and 
something from Irma 
La Duce, because I did it 
on Broadway.” 

But she won’t be 
singing “Folies Berg- 
ere,” her show-stop- 
ping number from 
the musical Nine 
that helped cinch a 
Tony Award in 1982. “We thought 
about it,” she said, “but I don’t 
think it goes.” 

Songwriter Maury Yeston 
wrote “Folies Bergere” expressly 
for Montevecchi when director 
Tommy Tune created a role for 
her. When Tune returned to 
Broadway in 1989 with Grand 
Hotel, he cast Montevecchi in the 
role of the faltering prima balleri¬ 
na who falls for a handsome 
young thief. 

Both roles actually reflect peri¬ 
ods in Montevecchi’s own career, 
which had its beginnings when 
the Paris native joined Roland 
Petit’s ballet company at age 18. 
Years later, she returned to Paris 
for 10 years with Folies Bergere. 
In-between came a half-hearted 
Hollywood career that neverthe¬ 
less found her working with Fred 
Astaire in Daddy Longlegs and 
Elvis Presley in King Creole. 

“I quit the ballet to go to Hol¬ 
lywood,” she said, “because they 
gave me a seven-year contract at 
MGM. I was one of the last ones 
to have a seven-year contract, but 
I left after four years. I didn’t like 
it too much.” 

She laughed as she recalled a 
vacation in Acapulco during her 
MGM years. “I stayed for six 
months,” she said. “I just forgot to 
go back. But then they said they 
weren’t going to send any more 
checks, so I had to go back.” 

The young Montevecchi clear¬ 
ly wasn’t a workaholic. “No,” she 
agreed, “because I was so young 
and so excited. But now I’m a 
workaholic. Now that I’m retired, 

I don’t stop working.” 

She was speaking from her 
apartment in New York, a resi¬ 
dence she hardly ever sees. “Last 
year I was here two months,” she 
said. “This year I have been here 
just a week. I’m a gypsy, a luxury 
gypsy.” 

After her San Francisco run 
with Teatro ZinZanni, she heads 
off to the UK to tour as Madame 
Dubonnet jn The Boy Friend,

which ends up in the West End. 
Last year, she was in Paris starring 
in a musical about Mistinguett, 
France’s most celebrated music- 
hall star. 

“The Paris audiences were in¬ 
credible,” Montevecchi said. “I was 
afraid about doing 
Mistinguett because she 
was so adored, and be¬ 
cause I haven’t per¬ 
formed in Paris in 23 
years. But they accepted 
me back, and I was 
quite touched by the re¬ 
ception.” 

On her days off 
during her San 
Francisco run, 
Montevecchi plans 
to jump in a car for short excur¬ 
sions up and down the coast. “The 
only thing I’m sad about is that 
Trader Vic’s doesn’t exist any¬ 
more,” she said, “That was my fa¬ 
vorite restaurant. I have to find a 
new one where they have rum 
drinks.” 

The never-married Montevec¬ 
chi can take some comfort in the 
fact that her companion of 17 
years will be flying out for a two- 
week visit. “He lives with me six 
months of the year, and then he 
lives in Italy. I get my time alone, 
and so does he. I think he likes 
that, because he’s much younger 
than me.”

Dream weaver 

Long before Hollywood delved 
into the Id, Broadway was already 
on the couch. It’s probably too 
much to call the 1926 Peggy-Ann 
the first Freudian musical come¬ 
dy, but Freud’s theories of dreams 
and the subconscious definitely 
influenced Herbert Field’s libret¬ 
to, 15 years before Lady in the 
Dark famously explored its hero¬ 
ine’s dreams d la Freud. 

That it was Richard Rodgers 
and Lorenz Hart who provided 
the score adds to the lure of this 
seldom-seen musical, beginning 
performances Oct. 30 at the Eure¬ 
ka Theatre. 42nd Street Moon is 
presenting the staged-concert 
rendering of an unhappy young 
woman whose long and bizarre 
dream makes up most of the 
show. 

Sorsha Miles heads the cast as 
Peggy-Ann, with Bill Fahrner as 
her boyfriend, and Laura LeBleu 
as her wicked stepsister. Greg 
MacKellan is directing Peggy-Ann, 
part of 42nd Street Moon’s season 
dedicated to the centennial of 
Rodgers’ birth.

Nov. 17, with Nov. 2 set for the 
Saturday Night Out performance 
that includes a post-show recep¬

So over the rainbow 

Doing Judy!, which recently 
opened and closed at the Alcazar 
Theatre, wasn’t as bad as its ab¬ 
breviated run would indicate. But 
clearly it was a commercially mis¬ 
begotten affair. For starters, the 
LA import had a cast of 15, far too 
expensive for a show that has its 
biggest appeal among those with 
arcane knowledge of Judy Gar¬ 
land. 

Don Evan’s play with lip-synch 
landed some big laughs, many as¬ 
sisted by Todd Sherry’s savvy de¬ 
livery of a consummate Judy im¬ 
personator. Too often, though, the 
play bogged down in its ridicu¬ 
lous murder-mystery plot. Top¬ 
billed Zach Galligan, as a straight 
cop ordered to go undercover in 
Garland drag, displayed little 
affinity for the material, which 
muted the central joke. 

Mostly, Doing Judy! proved an¬ 
other curious and costly example 
of what out-of-town producers 
sometimes think local and tourist 
audiences want to see in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Remember Miss Desmond 
Behind Bars? Probably not, just as 
Doing Judy! will become another 
bit of trivia invoked when the con¬ 
versation turns to bad theatrical 
ideas gone wrong. ▼
